The Senate concurred in and adopted the foregoing House 
Joint Resolution and the Lieutenant Governor appointed as Com- 
mittee on part of the Senate Messrs. Walton and Carlton. 


JOINT SESSION 


In accordance with joint resolution heretofore adopted, and 
on motion of Mr. Walton, the hour of 12:45 P.M., having ar- 
rived, the Senate repaired to the Hall of the House of Repre- 
sentatives to hear the message of Honorable Chauncey Sparks, 
Governor of Alabama, as follows: 


MESSAGE OF GOVERNOR CHAUNCEY SPARKS 
To the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 123 of the Constitution of Alabama provides that “The 
governor shall, from time to time, give to the legislature informa- 
tion of the state of the government, and recommend for its con- 
sideration such measures as he may deem expedient”. In obedience 
to that command, I am submitting to you a report of the condi- 
tion of our State, including its accomplishments in the last two 
years, and am recommending for your consideration, such meas- 
dires as appear to me expedient at this time. 
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During the whole of this administration, our country has been 
engaged in a world-shaking conflict. Alabama has. participated in 
this conflict and has made a large contribution of manpower, mate- 
rial, and products. We now see the rainbow of Victory. We can 
all expect that it will noi be long uiltil this coiflict is con ipleted 
successfully. 

Alabama is proud of the part she has played in this crisis. Her 
people have been patriotic, willing to sacrifice, active in their labor. 
They have been eager to produce both industrial and farm prod- 
ucts and to make large contributions to every agency and oppor- 
.tunity offered in this war effort. ‘there are and will be grief and 
sorrow, inevitable results of war. Many a home will have a vacant 
chair as a constant reminder of the urgent necessity for the civil- 
ized nations of the world to make desperate efforts toward accom- 
plishing everlasting peace. We have high hopes that our nation 
will take leadership in this cause, help bring the world to a realiza- 
tion of the utter futility and destructiveness of war, and aid in 
creating a desire for universal and continuing peace. 

The very existence of this conflict has brought about unusual 
financial conditions in the State’s government, as well as in all 
private and individual budgets. There has been tremendous in- 
crease in retail sales, in employment, in opportunity for work, in 
wages, in demand for agricultural products and manufactured com- 
modities, and in bank clearings and deposits. So much is this true 
that Alabama has been prosperous beyond any reasonable ex- 


pectation. 
FINANCES 


Revenue statutes on the books when we came into office have 
produced more income than a reasonable estimate would have 
forecast. Consequently, there has been gathering in the treasury an 
excess of receipts over appropriations which has caused surpluses 
in various funds. Many of these surpluses are large; some are 
relatively small. The receipts have not been spent for operations, 
principally because they were not anticipated on a basis of expe- 
rience and the records of the past. Looking frankly at the future, 
we are not encouraged to believe that our revenues will continue 
indefinitely at the high level which produced these surpluses. Our 
knowledge and experience force us to regard these surpluses as 
nonrecurring. 

The time has passed for the use of these excess revenues fey 
operating costs. They either should be used to pay debts or 
should be turned into physical construction for the improvement of 
the agencies and services of our State—for education, eleemosynary 
care, facilities to promote agriculture, and other desirable pur- 
poses. They should not be used now for operations because of our 
inability, when normal times return, to sustain the standard thus 
established without additional and burdensome taxation. 
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All highway funds are dedicated specially to the payment of 
debts and the construction and maintenance of roads and bridges. 
The surplus there accumulated is not considered in remarks made 
before or in the following recommendations. It accumulated only 
because we did not have the opportunity of acquiring material 
and labor to do needed construction. 

I present for your consideration the following: 

(a) I recommend that the General Fund surplus be set aside 
as a building fund dedicated to constructions appointed, in gen- 
eral terms, by the Legislature and committed to a commission, 
consisting of State officers and members of your respective bodies. 
with authority to allot, contract for, and supervise the construction 
of buildings which may be necessary in the operation cf the State’s 
functions. This commission should consist of such officers and 
such members of your respective bodies as you may deem best, 
and to it should be appropriated funds from all surpluses, to be 
used in accordance with instructions from you. 

Twelve million dollars of the monies now in the Special Ed- 
ucational Trust Fund Surplus Account should be removed from this 
fund and made available to the building commission for the sole 
purpose of improving our educational facilities. The amount to 
be spent on institutions of higher learning and all education other 
than the primary and secondary schools should be limited to a 
certain percentage. The remaining four million dollars at present 
in this surplus fund should be retained as a reserve to be used to 
support the current operating program during the next two years 
in case tax revenues should decrease. 

The surplus of the General Fund, which was placed in the War 
Emergency Fund created by Act No. 185, approved June 18, 1943, 
Acts of 1943, page 169, together with accumulated surplus in the 
General Fund as of October 1, 1945, should be transferred to the 
building commission for such uses as the Legislature may des- 
ignate. The War Emergency Council ceases as of May 30, 1945. 
None of the money allotted to it, or which it was authorized to use, 
has been spent. In fact, the Council has had no meeting and has 
had no occasion to exercise the authority you delegated to it. I 
recommend that the Legislature not cover this War Emergency 
Fund surplus into the General Fund and that the surplus be ap- 
propriated to the building commission for uses before stated. 

(b) I recommend for your consideration a_ constitutional 
amendment removing the limitations upon the use of the income 
tax, after it has accomplished the purposes for which it was levied, 
the retirement of the floating indebtedness as of October 1, 19382. 
A sufficient sum from the income tax has been set aside and in- 
vested, under your direction, in United States government bonds to 
retire the principal of the outstanding income tax bonds. There 
will be additional surplus in the Income Tax Fund as of October 


\ 
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1, 1945. I recommend that this additional surplus be used to 
provide a sinking fund for the principal of what is known as our 
Old Bonded Debt (or Reconstruction Bonds), amounting, at this 
time, to $8,500,000. When these bonds have been provided for out 
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1945, and such additional amounts as have been or may be appro- 
priated from the surplus in the General Fund, then I recommend 
that you provide for a continuation of reimbursement for home- 
stead exemptions from the income tax and that the remainder or 
surplus therein, over and above requirements of carrying charges 
on our Income Tax Bonds, costs of collection of the income tax, 
and reimbursement for exemption of homesteads now provided, be 
placed in the General Fund of the state to be appropriated by you 
to such services as you think proper. 

We are all anxious to get rid of these old bonds which have 
cost us in interest many times the amount of the principal. If we 
can accomplish this out of the surplus in the Income Tax Fund 
as of October 1, 1945, and an additional amount from the General 
Fund surplus, if necessary, then we will have rendered the State 
a two-fold service—the payment of the debt and the cutting of 
ties between the present and future and a regretful past. Any 
amendment proposed or statute passed by you should provide 
that an investment of monies as a sinking fund to liquidate out- 
standing bonds when they mature shall be considered in law a 
payment of debt. 

It will be gratifying to know that, with the liquidation of the 
Reconstruction Bonds, the Income Tax Bonds, and recurring an- 
nual payments on highway, bridge, and Port of Mobile Bonds, 
this administration will have reduced the State’s net bonded in- 
debtedness from $56,873,500.00 to $35,071,500.00 by the end of its 
term, or a net reduction of $21,802,000.00. 

(c) Our local units of government, the counties and cities, 
because of limited taxing power, often are strained to carry on 
adequate functions and services. In addition to this limitation, 
many of them are over-indebted for local improvements and facili- 
ties and are required to spend a considerable portion of their cur- 
rent revenues on debts. 

I recommend that the Division of Local Finance in the Depart- 
ment of Finance be strengthened to the end that it may be more 
helpful to the local units by providing technical advice and control 
in matters of incurring indebtedness and of retiring indebtedness. 

(d) At Mobile we have a facility which has added much to 
the economic development of our State—the State Docks. From 
time to time, as conditions require, these docks must be repaired 
and expanded. We have no right to pledge the credit of the State 
to accomplish this worthy purpose, and, consequently, we must 
provide ways and means of utilizing the income, or resources, of 
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the docks for such expansion as may be necessary. I, therefore, 

“recommend for your consideration an act granting, within con- 
stitutional limitations, authority for the Department of State Docks 
and Terminals to pledge revenue from a part or all of its facili- 
ties to liquidate indebtedness incurred for repairs and expansion. 

(e) There is in the State Treasury much money which is 
unused because it is dedicated to particular trust obligations. This 
includes money in the State Insurance Fund, the Tax Token Re- 
demption Fund, School Indemnity Land Sales Fund, and perhaps 
others. Some of these funds are required to be invested and now 
are invested in low-yield bonds. I recommend for your considera- 
tion that a corporation be created to utilize these funds for ade- 
quate office buildings on the capitol grounds, that the State obli- 
gate itself to pay, from rentals to State agencies or otherwise, cur- 
rent interest on the amount any fund may invest in such buildings, 
and that the funds have a lien on the building for the principal 
obligations. In this way the State will be enabled to utilize for 
needed improvements monies which are now lying idle or invested 
in low-interest-yield bonds. 

(f) In 1923 the Legislature created what is known as the State 
Insurance Fund. Since that time, the State has been carrying a 
considerable portion of its insurance, and its experiences have been 
very good. Not only has the State not used any part of the original 
one hundred thousand dollars appropriated, but, on the other hand, 
it has accumulated a surplus exceeding $771,860.00 and also has re- 
turned to the State more than two million dollars in savings on 
insurance premiums. I recommend that this insurance fund be 
extended to include all kimds of relationships in which the State 
requires insurance, bonds, or workmen’s compensation. Not only 
should it include the State’s property, but also opportunity should 
be given to the counties and cities and institutions of the State 
to use this fund if and when the Department of Finance thinks 
the fund strong enough and recommends that its coverage be 
broadened. Insurance and bonds, whether contractual or fiduciary, 
should be written by the State or handled through the insurance 
division of the Department of Finance. 


EDUCATION 


(a) Education has attained a higher level of support during 
the past biennium than at any other time in the history of Ala- 
bama. This is as gratifying, I know, to you as it is to me, for 
we recognize the primary nature of education in a democracy 
and the urgent necessity for training and educating our boys and 
girls for their position in modern life. Of course, we recognize 
that all of our efforts fall short of need. We could use effectively 
much more than is possible for us to give in equipping our educa- 
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tional facilities, in paying our teachers higher salaries, and in im- 
proving transportation facilities. 

But we should make every effort to give to education all current 
funds available so that it may provide a higher standard of teach- 
er pay and better facilities, better transportation, and additional 
specialized and vocational training. 

The Department of Education has asked for an increase of ap- 
propriations to cover the current needs of education for the next 
two years. I hope some way will be found to accede to the depart- 
ment’s requcst and make available to it what, in its opinion, is 
necessary to carry on a standard of education currently needed. 
If the income tax is placed in the General Fund and you are 
permitted to appropriate therefrom to education and other serv- 
ices, it is entirely possible that we can attain this desirable goal. 

(b) Much discussion of what is known as regional education 
has been going on for some years. We find on consideration of 
this device that it is necessary for States which, as does Alabama, 
have a two-race school system, generally limited educational faci- 
lities, and moderate money resuurces. Until such time as Alabama 
will be securely equipped financially to make its system com- 
plete, I think it wise for the Legislature to consider the utilization 
of educational opportunities offered by our neighboring States in 
turn for opportunities in different field offered by our own State 
to our neighbors. To that end, therefore, I recommend that you 
pass, or give consideration to, two acts: (1) appropriating a contin- 
gent sum of approximately twenty-five thousand dollars to the 
State Board of Education for use in allotting to educational in- 
stitutions of other States for service alorig these lines or for provid- 
ing scholarships for those entitled to opportunities which the State 
does not offer; and (2) permitting the State Board of Education 
to negotiate and enter into contracts with other States, or their 
departments and institutions, on a reciprocal basis whereby Ala- 
hama can acquire facilities for education subject to ‘small demand 
without having itself to build expensive institutions. 

(c) You created an Educational Survey Commission at your 
last session. The members of the Commission were appointed reg- 
ularly by me and have continued their work until the first of 
May, 1945. The Commission’s report was made to me on March 1, 
1945, as the law required, and is now being printed. I recommend 
that we all study this report which I consider one of the best ever 
provided in Alabama and which gives us vital information about 
our educational condition. Such study will enable us to provide, 
through legislation, those necessary improvements which the Com- 
mission recommends. 

One particular thing the Commission recommends, and which, 
in my judgment, is basic and, when obtained, will lead to the ac- 
complishment of many of its recommendations, is that the Leg- 
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islature create one board to supervise all educational activities of 
the State from the primary schools through the institutions of 
higher learning. This board should be given the authority to name 
a director of education or an executive secretary, in lieu of the 
presently elected State Superintendent of Education. It should be 
permitted to staff itself adequately for research, for study, for plan- 
ning, for architectual designing, for recommendations to the Leg- 
islature, for coordination of the work of education, for prevention 
of duplications and overlapping, and, in general, for exercising a 
directive and supervisory control over all educational activities in 
Alabama. This board should be created constitutionally in order 
that it may be freed as nearly as possible from politics and from 
constant change. Probably nine members would be adequate, to be 
appointed in some way for long and staggered terms, with no 
administration permitted to appoint more than four members with- 
in any four-year period. Such legislative provisions should be en- 
acted as will permit the board to function and, at the same time, 
will place upon it severe obligations and responsibilities that will 
guarantee proper performance of the duties imposed by the Leg- 
islature. With such a board we would have one continuous edu- 
cational process in Alabama from the first grade through our high- 
est institution of learning. 

The creating of this board does not contemplate the abolishing 
of existing constitutional and statutory boards for institutions of 
higher learning. These boards can be retained to function in the 
management and control of their respective institutions, as the 
law now provides. The board recommended by the Commission 
would have a broader field of service in coordinating education as 
a whole, and in planning and effecting a consolidated educational 
system from the lowest to the highest level. In the light of our 
experience the value of such a board and its opportunity to pro- 
vide an integrated system of education for Alabama will readily 
appear to you. 

For after all, education is one process. ‘Too small a portion of 
our children goes through the sixth grade; a much smaller num- 
ber finishes the twelfth grade; and still a much smaller number 
enters any kind of college. This condition should be improved at 
least. I recognize that the ultimate goal of a college education 
for all of our boys and girls is still a dream, but I think some day 
the State will consider providing it. Then we will have a higher 
level of educational attainment among all our people. So long as 
we divide our activities into groups, each group seeking support 
at the Legislature’s hands and pleading for its interest alone, just 
that long we will not have that continuity and coordination so 
essential to a complete educational program. Alabama has been 
trying to obtain continuity and coordination for several years; 
first, through the State Council of Education; and, second, through 
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the State Board of Education. Neither of these has functioned 
well nor in the way we hoped due to limitations which will readily 
appear to even the casual observer. In creating any kind of edu- 
cational board, we should endeavor to steer clear of the pitfalls of 
the past, profit by experience, and creaie au ageiicy, if possible, 
which will do the job we contemplate and secure the results which, 
if accomplished, would mean so much to education in Alabama. 


PUBLIC WELFARE 


May I congratulate you upon an advanced step in the public 
welfare work of this State! We are today spending in State, Fed- 
eral, and local monies approximately $8,600,000.00 for public wel- 
fare in Alabama—aid to the aged, tu the blind, to the handicapped, 
to dependent children, to the crippled. It is a worthy undertaking. 
I hope the Legisiature can find other funds to dedicate to an in- 
creased program in the fields of service which I have just named. 

We also should branch out in our thinking. We should look 
forward to the health of our people, to hospital facilities, clinics, 
nursing homes, and other things which we shall need to incorpor- 
ate in our public welfare service. Health is vital. Next to educa- 
tion it is probably one of the most essential functions of govern- 
ment. We are today building in Birmingham a medical school 
based upon the high conception that the profession of medicine 
is a public service. We must integrate with that thought our pro- 
gram of regional hospitals, for both pay and indigent patients, 
nursing homes for the indigent aged who have no one to care for 
them, clinics for detecting and preventing diseases, homes for crip- 
pled children, and other activities which will bring our people to a 
higher plane of health and happiness. We shall not have the funds 
to do all we would like; but I know of no better time to begin than 
through this Legislature, which has a true conception of public 
welfare needs and services. 


AGRICULTURE 


You have done much for agriculture. The fruits of these ef- 
forts are beginning to ripen. You are entitled to the commenda- 
tion of the people of this State for your slatesmanlike approach to 
the problems of agriculture and for your continued study in this 
field. 

We have provided market study, construction of markets, ex- 
periment stations, research in animal husbandry, and construction 
of farm-to-market roads. All these are great steps forward. But 
we have not solved all of our agricultural problems. Many things 
yet possible should be accomplished to the end that we may raise 
agriculture, our basic economy, to the highest plane possible. 

I call your attention to one problem, and that is the farm ten- 
ancy which is so prevalent in the South. Until this problem -has 
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been, at least, solved reasonably, we cannot expect a very high 
level of agricultural economy. Much study has been given to this 
problem by the nation and by economists and by leaders every- 
where. Your own committee has given study to it. You recognize 
the need and its urgency, and I recommend that you undertake 
to pass laws which will bring about some relief and improvement 
for both the landlord and the tenant. 

Livestock production rapidly is becoming one of the principal 
agricultural activities of our people. In no field of agriculture is 
improvement so marked as it is in the development of better live- 
stock. We should encourage every possible movement to improve . 
and increase the raising of livestock in Alabama. To that end, faci- 
litieés that will spread information of experimental and research ef- 
forts and of facts and truths found to be helpful are essential. I, 
therefore, recommend for your consideration the building, or your 
permission to the building by the building commission, when and if 
created, of a central facility for the exhibition of products of 
animal husbandry and also products of our soil and fields, our 
forests, our mines, and our industries. I consider this proposal to be 
one of the advanced steps we should take at this time, when we have 
available funds for such purposes. The best way to teach is to 
illustrate, to depict, to show the actual results. I know of no better 
way inoculating our people with the desire to improve their farm 
life, farm economy, per-acre yield, and quality of products than to 
show them what success in these fields others are having. Prop- 
erly conceived and constructed, a facility for such purposes would 
be of immeasurable value to all the people of our State. 


DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC SAFETY 


Alabama is spending a great deal of money on law enforcement. 
In our effort to produce a reasonably good law enforcement record, 
we have created too many agencies. There should be consolida- 
“tion. There should be uniform control in the interest of -efficiency 
and economy. 
We have in Alabama today, in name only, a “Department of 
Public Safety”. No details of this department’s organization and 
none of its duties are mentioned in the law. The statutes only 
provide that the State Highway Patrol shall be under the direction 
of the Director of Public Safety. 
; I think it is possible to consolidate in this department many of 

the law enforcement agencies and activities of the State which have 
related purposes and objectives. To this end, I recommend, for 
your considration, placing under the Department of Public Safety 
the following agencies of our law enforcement setup: 

1. The State Highway Patrol. 
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2. All enforcement of prohibition laws and of the Alcoholic 
Beverage Control Act, now under the Alabama Alcoholic 
Beverage Control Board, except perhaps licensing, which 
should be left with the Board. 


° TH Ceatan Tari : 
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In this recommendation, I do not mean that the Highway Pa- 
trol, which has established such an excellent record in this State, 
should be put into general law enforcement activities; but I do 
think the Highway Patrol can be made a division of the Depart- 
ment of Public Safety and in cooperation and coordination with 
all other enforcement agencies, be very helpful in reducing the cost 
and increasing the efficiency of all law enforcement efforts. 

The Alabama Alcoholic Beverage Control Board is a merchan- 
dising body: It is not a law enforcement agency. It should have 
never been required to police something which it sells. The polic- 
ing should have been left to another department of the State. The 
logical place for the enforcement unit of the Alabama Alcoholic 
Beverage Control Board is in the Department of Public Safety. 
The present policing efforts on the part of the Board are directed 
at the enforcement of existing prohibition statutes principally in | 
the dry counties and considerably less in the few wet counties. 

The office of State Toxicologist is but a laboratory investigat- 
ing service for detection of crime. There is in the present High- 
way Patrol another investigating organization. We do not need 
both of them, each working separately and often jealously. The 
State .Toxicologist should be placed under the Department of 
Public Safety and consolidated with whatever investigation the 
Highway Patrol now undertakes. 


STATE GUARD 


Since the National Guard has been called into the service of 
the United States, we have established and used as a public se- 
curity agency a State Guard. As you know, this State Guard ex- 
pires as soon as the National Guard returns. I think some pro-: 
vision should be made for a continuation of the State Guard for 
a longer period and for its dissolution only at such time as the 
National Guard can be reinstated with full effect. Otherwise we 
shall have no public security organization at a time when we may 
need it very much. I, therefore, recommend for your considera- 
tion a statute increasing the life of the present State Guard or 
permitting it to contin e until the National Guard again becomes 


effective. 
RETURNING VETERANS 


Alabama has many scores of thousands of men and women in 
the present war. They have done a valiant job, rendering ex- 
cellent service to our country and deserve every favorable con- 
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sideration at our hands. We will not be able, perhaps, to give them 
bonuses or pensions, and I doubt they would ask either, but we 
ought to be, and should place ourselves, in position to give them 
service. ” 

There will be tremendous dislocation when this war is over. 
The returning soldier who began a career perhaps at eighteen will 
have reached maturity, will have had strange and unusual expe- 
riences, and will need to be reoriented and furnished some kind 
of guidance and assistance. The Federal government may under- 
take to do some or much of what is needed. I do think, however, 
there is a field of service for the State and that the job, in reality, 
is a State function. 

To that end, I recommend the creation of a State veterans as- 
sistance department and, through this department, the organiza- 
tion of local service commissioners, either one in each county or 
one in a group of counties, so that our returning veterans may be 
assisted adequately and properly in securing all rights they may 
have as veterans of this war. In this way we will relieve the 
counties of the present burden of providing service commission- 
ers. To operate the service rcommended at the State and local 
levels will require appropriation by you of a considerable sum. 

I think such provision is as little as we can do for our return- 
ing veterans, and I think that some of the future income from the 
income tax could not be put to better use. 


STATE TIMBER AND HUNTING PRESERVES 


We lack adequate recreational facilities in Alabama. We have 
wonderful opportunity for game and fish culture and development. 
Much of our land is unused but is capable of producing abundant 
timber crops. Timber is a resource which today is making a very 
large contribution to Alabama’s total income. We do not have 
adequate protection of this resource. We have been trying to 
prevent fires and careless and extravagant use, and, while we have 
achieved some results, we have not accomplished nearly all that 
the conditions require. 

There is a field in which the State perhaps can be helpful. 
Much of our land has been worn out and is unfit for agricuiture. 
It is marginal and sub-marginal but it will produce timber and 
game. I recommend that you consider provisions whereby the 
State may, from time to time, buy tracts of land for timber de- 
velopment and for public hunting preserves and game propagation, 
and I recommend that the cost of purchases be paid from the use 
of the lands and the periodic sale of timber. Such an undertaking 
will not be a drain upon the treasury of the State but will be in 
the nature of a self-liquidating project. If the lands are selected 
carefully and wisely, the growth of timber will probably repay the 
total capital investment in twenty years. In the meantime, the 
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State can afford to pay the cost of supervision and interest on the 
outstanding and unpaid purchase prices. 


PUBLIC LANDS 


The State has an interest in a considerable quantity of land, 
such as park lands, school lands, salt spring lands, over- 
flow lands, tidewater lands, and tax lands. Besides, many 
institutions of the State hold large bodies of land. There is no 
central office in the State which gathers statistics or has any ad- 
visory or supervisory control over these lands. They are handled 
by various departments, and past experience demonstrates this 
method is loose and wasteful. 

I recommend for your consideration the creation of one agency 
to handle all lands except possibly tax lands, which are changing 
so constantly that it might be unwise to remove their control from 
the Department of Revenue. Such control and supervision as you 
think proper should be placed in this agency. It may be that some 
institutions are better qualified to handle their lands, but I do 
think the agency should have an inventory of and keep up with 
the utilization of these lands, including their sale and rental and the 
application of the proceeds therefrom, if for no other reason than 
for record purposes. And there is much that this central agency 
can do in inventorying, appraising, supervising, renting, selling, 
cruising, surveying, and protecting timber on public land which is 
now being neglected. 


REGISTRATION AND VOTING 


In 1901 the people of Alabama undertook to rid themselves of 
an intolerable situation. In the Constitution of that year were 
placed many provisions in reference to the franchise and the reg- 
istration of voters. These provisions were and some still are, es- 
sential to keep Alabama’s politics free from ignorance, inexperience, 
illiteracy, and venality. Many of the provisions, however, partic- 
ularly what is called the grandfather clause and the property owner- 
ship clause, have become useless. We should, therefore, give care- 
ful consideration to the strengthening of our registration statutes 
in order that our election rolls shall be as pure as we can make 
them. 

We should never lose sight of the necessity for adequate reg- 
istration requirements; at the same time we should not place upon 
the use of the franchise, when it is granted, restrictions that hinder 
the free exercise of that right. | 

The poll tax is not a qualification for voting. It is a condition 
precedent to voting. Qualification is registration. This fact can- 
not be denied. The poll tax is levied in our Constitution apart from 
the right to vote. The procedure through which the ballot is kept 
pure is registration, not the payment of poll tax. 
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In my judgment, the cumulative feature of the poll tax is a 
deterrent to the exercise of the franchise by many of our best 
people. It keeps from voting many good men and women. Many 
of our citizens neglect or forget to pay their poll tax. Several 
successive years of neglect or forgetfulness pile up a very real 
barrier. 

This restraint upon the exercise of the ballot tends to reduce 
the number of voters and makes it easier for political rings to 
flourish. Out of a total adult population of perhaps a million and 
a half in Alabama, the largest number of votes ever polled in 
primary or general elections was approximately three hundred and 
fifteen thousand. Our State is run by a minority of its people, and 
many of those who are not permitted to vote for failure to pay the 
poll tax are among the best. 

I recommend for your consideration the removal of the cumula- 
tive feature of the poll tax. 


ELECTION LAWS 


I trust you will give thought, in considering the question of 
voting, to any revision of our election laws, both general and pri- 
mary, which recent developments may require. I am sure that 
your interim committee has given thought to this matter and will 
propose certain changes which will meet lately announced rulings 
by the Supreme Court of the United States. 

I also think there are three other things we should give our 
attention to at this time. 

(a) One of these is the absentee ballot law. It seems to be a 
matter of doubt as to whether the virtues of this statute equal the 
fraud and mischief which it produces. We know the absentee bal- 
lot has been the avenue of much corruption and fraud. I do not 
think any agency which induces such should be permitted, even 
though it may deny to a few of our people the right to vote on 
election day. I recommend that you give serious consideration to 
the proposition of either strengthening or completely repealing our 
absentee voting law. 

(b) During the last national election there was considerable 
discussion of the right of the soldier to vote, and efforts were made 
to provide facilities for his voting. We found in Alabama there 
was such limitation as almost to prohibit our soldiers in foreign 
fields from voting. However, with the generous and cooperative 
assistance of the judges of probate in the various counties we were 
enabled to get ballots to many of Alabama’s soldiers, and a con- 
siderable number of the ballots sent out were returned properly 
executed. I think easier facilities should be provided by this Leg- 
islature for soldier voting. I also think our soldiers should be 
permitted to use any national ballot which the Congress may 
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prescribe in order that they may register their wishes in national 
affairs. 

(c) There is little provision in Alabama’s Constitution or 
statutes in regard to presidential electors. Devising adequate laws 
relating to these very important persons 1s a-duty and function 
of the State which seems rather sadly to have been overlooked. 
Even the presidential electors who attend their meetings on elec- 
tion day can fill vacancies on the board of presidential electors. 
Even the Governor’s Office has a right to choose a presidential 
elector if there he a tie vote. Presidential electors are presumed 
to exercise one of the highest functions in government: the election 
of a President and Vice-President of the United States. We have 
looked upon this function as nonessential, as something that has 
fallen into disuse, and we might wake up some day to find that 
failure to provide rules and regulations has brought us trouble. 

I recommend that you consider such amendment to the law 
relating to presidential electors as you think might be needed in 
light of our experiences and the purposes of the board. 


RETIREMENT ACT 


If the State expects to continue in a program of public welfare 
and assistance to the needy aged, then it should provide, if pos- 
sible, that every man shall make contributions to his possible needs 
in old age during his vigorous manhood and his producing years. 
Only in such way can we prevent demands which are almost im- 
possible to meet adequately from present or reasonably increased 
State government resources. One has a right to expect assistance 
in need, but I think he also should be taught to know that it is 
his duty at least to assist in providing funds for this service 
Some system of compulsory insurance for all persons either on the 
national level or on the State level, should be devised. 

Many industrial corporations and units of government are be- 
ginning to provide retirement plans, jointly supported by em- 
ployers and employees, for their employees. In this way considerable 
load in the future will be taken off our public welfare efforts. It 
should be our desire to see that this load is removed completely 
and that every man lays by what is necessary for him when he 
reaches the status of dependence. If we could attain such a goal, 
we would stimulate a pride in independence and freedom which 
you cannot obtain through support by public funds, which lend 
themselves to political manipulation, to pressure, to discrim- 
ination, and to partiality. We have tried to protect against such 
abuses, but it is hard to change human nature, 

In line with this thought, I suggest to you the consideration 
of a retirement law for the employees of the State. Such a law 
would provide protection of State employees against need and, at 
the same time, a potential reduction, though small, in our ultimate 
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relief load. If we permit counties and cities to participate in this 
benefit by making contributions to the fund, we shall have in- 
creased our service to a larger number and thus shall have decreas- 
ed our potential relief load. | . 

Since we have a personnel law and the employees of the State 
have reasonable assurance of continuity of employment, we can 
provide for a retirement at a certain age and make the State’s em- 
ployment both attractive and more remunerative. The results of 
a retirement plan will be more efficient and better trained personnel 
in the State service and, in the long run economy in the administra- 
tion of the State’s affairs. IJ recommend for your consideration a 
retirement act for such employees of the State as you may think 
should be covered. 


REFERENCE BUREAU 


Through the great work done by your interim and joint com- 
mittees we have discovered the necessity of a reference bureau to 
furnish information, research, and experience in matters of leg- 
islation. I recommend the creation by you of a legislative refer- 
ence bureau removed from the Executive Department and not sub- 
ject to its control in any way. This bureau should be a continuing 
service to the Legislature in the gathering of facts and the ar- 
cumulation of experiences of other States and of laws passed by 
them. Through such efforts you would equip yourselves better 
for service as legislators, and you would be better enabled to un- 
derstand State needs and provide the remedies. I would suggest 
that this bureau be permitted to serve any department of the State 
in addition to the Legislature because we are all, from time to time, 
interested and involved in legislative considerations. The nature 
and character of such a bureau and its creation you will best know 
from your own experience as members of this Legislature. 


SMALL LOANS 


I recommend that you consider regulating small loan activities 
in Alabama. There may be some virtues in this type of business. | 
I would suggest that the virtues be retained but that the hardships, 
selfishness, and the oppression be removed. To this end, you might 
give the Department of Commerce of Alabama the right to license, 
to examine, and to report on all persons, firms, and corporations 
engaged in making small loans in Alabama. Consideration should 
be given to the matter of limiting interest rates also. 


WAGE AND HOUR CONTROL 


The Federal government has put a floor under wages and a 
ceiling on hours in all industrial activities and production and 
service establishments which directly or indirectly touch inter- 
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state commerce. The Federal statute provides for certain excep- 
tions which. have to do largely with retail and service establish- 
ments, agricultural and domestic employees, and production, trans- 
portation, and distribution facilities which have no felation to, or 


cONMEC LOL with, interstate commerce. The result is that orahably 


two-thirds or three-fourths of all employees outside of agricultural 
and domestic workers in the State of Alabama are now benefited 
by the Federal Wage and Hour Law. But there are approximately 
140,000 workers in Alabama who have no protection. These persons 
are subject to wide variation in wage rates. They are at a dis- 
advantage when compared with those protected by a Federal wage 
and hour law. They are often compelled to work for less. The 
two standards injure an employer who may have to pay a minimum 
wage under the Federal law and who is in competition with an 
employer who can pay any kind of wage because he is not under 
the Federal law. 

Not only do these considerations influence me, but, fundament- 
ally, I also think all of our people are entitled to equal treatment. 
To know that a girl is working in a department store, a retail 
agency, or a service establishment on one side of the street at a 
lower wage than a similar employee on the other side can but 
shock one’s sense of justice. 

If it were not for the existence of a Federal wage and hour 
law, I would not recommend a wage and hour law for Alabama. 
But there can be no excuse for making fish of one and fowl of the 
other. There can be no excuse for our own people who are denied 
the protection of the Federal law not to have similar protection 
from their home State. We owe to the girl who clerks in a local 
store the same consideration as one who clerks in a commissary 
of an interstate manufacturer. We owe to a girl in a service 
establishment the same consideration, on basis of fitness, as one 
who works in a waiting room or office of an interstate transpor- 
tation company. I am not trying to inflict upon you any new 
ideas, but I am attempting to impress you with the thought that, 
so long as we have two standards, we should be willing to raise 
the standard for which we are responsible to a height approaching 
that established by the Federal government. 


INSURANCE RATES 


There has been considerable litigation over the tax rate applied 
in Alabama to,insurance companies. It has become necessary for 
us to change our basis of taxation on domestic and foreign in- 
surance companies. The Department of Commerce has worked 
out a solution of this problem, and the bill proposed by that depart- 
ment will not reduce the income of the State. I recommend the 
bill for your favorable consideration. 
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AVIATION 


We have every reason to believe that aviation will become a 
much used and important method of transportation when the war 
is over. It will be used in the hauling of light freight, passengers, 
and express. Alabama should prepare herself to take advange of 
this new method as soon as it is available. Your interim com- 
mittee has made a very extensive study of this question and will 
propose legis!ation which it thinks necessary. 


UNEMPLOYMENT COMPENSATION 


There is a large surplus in our Unemployment Compensation 
Trust Fund which has accumulated during these unprecedented 
times of abundant employment. This fund can be wiped out only 
by our experiencing prolonged and excessive unemployment. Our 
experience table of assessing the rate on employees has worked 
well. I recommend its continuance. 

At the same time, I recommend that we reappraise our situation 
in regard to (a) the quantity of weekly allowance, (b) the dura- 
tion of benefit payments, (c) the number of employees as a basic 
standard of benefits, and (d) such other matters as may be rec- 
ommended for your consideration by the Department of Industrial 
Relations as growing out of its experience in the administration of 
unemployment compensation in Alabama. 


MINERAL RESOURCES 


We have recently begun in Alabama explorations for develop- 
ment of the State’s hidden mineral resources. Oil has been dis- 
covered in considerable quantity in certain areas in Alabama and 
prospects are for an increase in the production of oil in the near 
future. Our State has no adequate laws covering this activity. I 
recommend for your consideration statutes regulating the taking 
of minerals as well as a reasonable taxation as the resource is ex- 
tracted and exhausted. ; 

When demobilization comes, when our boys return by the thou- 
sands, when our war industries close down, there may be a tremen- 
dous demand upon our resources, both national and State, in read- 
justment, reemployment, and reconversion. I do not recommend 
the creation of any particular agency to assist at this point, but 
I would like for the Legislature to give to the Governor the au- 
thority to delegate to any agency now created the duty and respon- 
sibility of carrying out any part of necessary reconversion and read- 
justment activities. 


CONCLUSION 


May I congratulate you upon the substantial work already done 
by you through interim and joint committee action! In the absence 
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of adequate research and legislative reference service, the interim 
committees have become a necessity under the limited legislative 
sitting. It is impossible for you to do your work thoroughly in 
sixty days. The interim committees have given many days of 
thoughifui consideration io legislative problems and legislative 
work, Their reports are a product of this labor and deserve the 
consideration of every member of the Legislature. I want per- 
sonally to thank you for this excellent service. 

Many other considerations than those here suggested will occur 
to you. I think in the combined wisdom of our two legislative 
bodies we will find many other problems to approach and prob- 
ably to solve. I trust you will not hesitate to develop discussions 
along these additional lines and to make any suggestion in regard 
to further study of our basic and statutory laws, our tax structure, 
our educational program, old age assistance and public welfare, 
health and any other activities of the State to the end that you, as 
well as subsequent Legislatures, may be better informed and can 
continue an improving program. To any unfinished business or 
suggestions from your last session I know you will give such con- 
sideration as the importance of the subjects require. 

I make some of the suggestions set out in this message know- 
ing full well that there is a wide difference of opinion on these sub- 
jects in our State today. Probably some of this divergence of 
ideas exists among the members of your legislative bodies and will 
appear in your deliberations on these subjects. I would be neg- 
lectful of the sacred trust imposed upon me as Governor if I avoid- 
ed an issue merely because it is a controversial one. We must 
remember that many of the great measures that make our democ- 
racy what it is today had their beginning in sharp differences of 
opinion in legislative halls. It is a monument to our system of gov- 
ernment that we can speak freely our views on any subject. It is 
one of our most sacred rights, one that we are fighting for, and 
one that I pray God may always be ours. 

In all of your work you have my best wishes. You have also 
the offered assistance of my office in any way I can be helpful. 
We are both working for Alabama and her people. Ours is a great 
and God-blessed State, with many opportunities yet undeveloped 
and untouched. It is for you and me, as best we can, to light the 
torch of inspiration and to lead our people to higher planes of 
social, political, and economic life. If we plan well and execute in- 
telligently, we can reach a higher standard, one which our re- 
sources, from every point of view, justify and demand. 

May your labors be pleasant and the fruits thereof a blessing 
in the years to follow!

INTRODUCTION OF BILLS 


Upon a call of districts bills were introduced, severally read 
one time and referred to appropriate standing committees, as fol- 
lows: 


By Mr. Hill: 

8. 1. To provide for the organization of a public corporation 
known as The Alabama Public Hunting and Forestry Association, 
Incorporated, and to provide who shall be the incorporators and 
officers thereof, and to provide for their successors in office. To 
provide and prescribe the method by which said corporation shall 
be organized and the contents of the certificate of incorporation, 
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and to provide for the filing of the declaration of incorporation. 
To provide when the proposed corporation shall become incor- 
porated and to provide for the issuance of a certificate of incorpora- 
tion to the corporation. To state the purposes for which the cor- 
poration may be organized, and to enumerate and detine the pow- 
ers of the corporation to be organized. ‘To provide for the sale of 
products from real estate owned by said corporation. To provide 
for the payment of any bonds that may be issued by said corpora- 
tion, and to provide that such bonds when issued, or other obliga- 


tion of the corporation, shall not constitute an indebtedness of the 


State of Alabama. To provide that bonds may be issued in the 
name of the corporation upon resolution of the corporation au- 
thorizing the issuance of such bonds, and to provide for the con- 
tent of said bonds and the demoninations and maturities thereof, 
and to provide a limitation of interest rate thereon, and to. further 
provide for the redemption of bonds and to provide that it shall 
be plainly stated on the face of each bond that the same does not 
constitute an indebtedness of the State of Alabama. To provide 
for the sale of such bonds, and to declare the same negotiable in- 
struments. To provide that any resolution authorizing any partic- 
ular bond issue may contain provisions which shall be a part of 
the contract with the holders of the bonds authorized. (Such reso- 
lution may contain also a description of the property pledged for 
the payment of bonds, may pledge revenues to the payment of 
bonds, and state amounts to be charged for the use of property 
pledged as security for the payment of such funds and the amounts 
to be raised annually by such charges and the disposition of such 
charges and other revenues of the pledged property.) May pro- 
vide for the setting aside of reserves or sinking funds for property 
pledged or bonds, and the disposition thereof. May provide for 
operation and maintenance of pledged real estate, including insur- 
ance and disposition of insurance monies. May provide for re- 
demption of bonds and may provide for the amendment or abroga- 
tion of any contract with bondholders. May provide for the exe- 
cution of an indenture of trust with reference to any property to 
secure the payment of such bonds and assure the maintenance and 
operation of such property, and to provide that such indenture of 
trust may contain such terms, conditions, and provisions not in 
conflict with the provisions of this Act, and may designate a trustee 
and provide for his successor or successors. To provide that any 
bonds issued by the Corporation shall not be subject to the provi- 
sions of Chapter 6 of Title 47, Code of Alabama of 1940, and 
to provide that all bonds, the real estate securing the same, and 
all property of the corporation shall be exempt from State taxa- 
tion. To provide that any resolution, authorizing the issuance 
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of bonds of the Corporation shall state that they were issued under 
the provisions of this Act, which recital shall be conclusive evidence 
of their validity and regularity of their issuance. To provide that 
the corporation may, in its discretion, publish said resolution in a 
newspaper in the City of Montgomery, and to prescribe the form 
of such publications, and to further provide that any action in any 
court to set aside such resolution or to contest the validity of such 
bonds, or trust indenture to secure the same, must be commenced 
within twenty (20) days after the first publication of such notice, 
and to provide that no such action shall be brought after the ex- 
piration of such period and that no right of action or defense 
founded upon the validity of the resolution or the bonds shall be 
asserted, nor shall the validity of the resolution, trust indenture, 
or bond be open to question in any court except in an action or 
proceeding commenced within such period. To provide that such 
action, or any other action to enforce rights under the provisions 
of this Act, shall be brought in the circuit court of Montgomery 
County, Alabama. To provide that no contract or agreement au- 
thorized by, or executed under the provisions of this Act shall 
pledge the general faith and credit of the State of Alabama or 
incur an indebtedness of the State of Alabama. To provide for 
the appropriation from the General Funds of the State of Alabama 
the sum of Fifty Thousand ($50,000.00) Dollars for the fiscal 
year beginning October 1, 1945, and a like sum for the fiscal 
year beginning October 1, 1946, which sums shall be placed to the 
credit of the Corporation and shall be used by said corporation 
in the furtherance of the purposes for which it is formed. To 
provide for the manner in which said corporation may be dissolved, 
and to prescribe the procedure for such dissolution, and to provide 
that upon dissolution, all property rights of whatsoever nature 
vested in said corporation shall pass to the State of Alabama. To 
provide further that the corporation may not be dissolved until 
all its obligations shall be ‘discharged. To provide that the Secre- 
tary of State shall receive and record the petition for dissolution 
and shall record a certificate certifying that the corporation has 
been dissolved. To provide that no dissolution of the corporation 
shall affect adversely rights attaching under existing contracts, and 
to provide that the corporation shall be deemed to continue for 
suit or defense as now provided by law. To provide that if any 
section, paragraph, sentence, clause, provision, or portion of this 
Act or portion of any appropriation shall be held unconstitutional 
or invalid, such adjudication shall not affect any other section, 
paragraph, sentence, clause, provision, or portion of this Act or any 
appropriation or portion thereof not in and of itself unconstitutional 
or invalid. To provide that all laws, general, special, private, or 
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local in conflict with the provisions of this Act are hereby re- 
pealed. To provide that this Act shall become effective upon its 
passage and approval by the Governor.

MESSAGE FROM THE GOVERNOR 


To the Legislature of Alabama: 
Pursuant to the requirements of Article 3, Title 55, Sections 
92 through 99 of the Code of Alabama of 1940, I respectfully sub- 
mit a State Budget for the ensuing biennium, beginning October 
1, 1945, and ending September 30, 1947. It contains the required

data on the General Fund, the Special Educational Trust Fund and 
funds arising through special taxes or fees which are allocated 
to special agencies, commissions or boards, 

The budget herewith submitted is made to conform to Sec- 
tion 94, and includes the three parts therein required. These 
consist of: 

Part 1. The Governor’s Budget Message. 

Part 2. Recommendations for appropriations to meet the ex- 
penditure need of the government from every fund, general and 
engrial 
Opttiai. 

Part 3. Appropriation bills. 

I have no recommendation for revenue bills. It is my opinion 
that we should not place upon the people of our state additional 
taxation at this time. We have every reason to believe that our 
revenues will be adequate to meet all the requirements of our 
state’s government during the next two years. 

This budget affords to you an adequate picture of indebted- 
ness and appropriations in past years, actual revenues collected 
in such years, estimates for revenues for the succeeding budget 
years, amounts used by agencies of the government to which ap- 
ptopriations were made and amounts now suggested to be ap- 
propriated. 


The net result of the treasury is shown. When this condi- 
tion is shown Section 94 requires: 


“*#*if the revenues are more than the aggregate ap- 
propriations recommended, he (the governor) shall make 
such recommendations with respect to the application 
of such surplus to the reduction of debt, to reductions in 
taxation or to such other action as in his opinion is in 
the public interest”. 


Pursuant to this mandate of the law, I wish to call your at- 
tention to my recommendations with respect to whatever surplus 
there is now, and may be, in the general treasury, as well as in 
any special fund, at the end of the current fiscal year. 

The statistics herewith submitted show that there is at this time 
the sum of $6,334,166.33 in the War Emergency Fund, a fund 
created by your body in 1943. None of this money has been spent. 
It all remains in the treasury of the state. The War Emergency 
Council, which was authorized to make use of it, if necessary, 
expires on the 30th day of May, 1945. There is an accumulation of 
$16,102,656.32 in the Special Educational Trust Fund Surplus 
Account, an account created by you at your first session in 1943. 
There are also surpluses in special dedicated funds, such as Con- 
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servation Department, Highway Patrol, and others. There will 
also be a surplus in the returns from the income tax as of Sep- 
tember 30, 1945, over and above needs to which that tax is dedi- 
cated. This amount cannot now be known, but, no doubt, will 
be substantial. I recommend: 

First. That all surplus above statutory balances in the Gen- 
eral Fund, which will include the amount now in the War Emer- 
gency Fund and the accumulation of taxes over and above ap- 
propriations as of September 30, 1945, be appropriated by you for 
the upbuilding of our state and its institutions, and that the sur- 
plus be appropriated to a building commission for the purpose 
of detailed allotment and construction of facilities badly needed 
by the state. 

Second. That approximately twelve million dollars of the sur- 
plus now in the Special Educational Trust Fund. Surplus Account 
be appropriated to the building commission to be used for con- 
struction of educational facilities alone. So much of this sum,.as 
your wisdom may designate, should be used for higher institu- 
tions of learning. I recommend an amount not exceeding twelve 
percent, the remaining eighty-eight percent to be used for our 
Public Schools. The balance remaining in the Special Educational 
Trust Fund Surplus Account, namely, approximately four million 
dollars, I recommend shall be made available for operation of our 
schools in order that the level of income may be maintained at 
the point it reaches on September 30, 1945, and that not more than 
one-half of the four million dollars be used in any one of the two 
budget years. 

Third. That the surplus now existing, and that may accrue 
by September 30, 1945, in the income tax, over and above the 
amount needed to liquidate or provide a trust fund for payment, 
when due, or refunding bonds issued in 1935, be placed in a trust 
fund, and investment in United States securities be authorized. 
This trust fund, together with appropriations from the General 
Fund heretofore made, will create a sinking fund for what are 
known as our Renewal and Funding or Reconstruction Bonds. I 
recommend that the surplus annually accruing in the income tax, 
over and above an amount necessary to pay charges against that 
fund, which are (a) interest on outstanding and unpaid income 
tax bonds, (b) cost of collection, and (c) replacement of losses 
sustained by any particular fund from existing homestead exemp- 
tions, be placed in the General Fund of the treasury to be ap- 
propriated by the legislature to education, public welfare, and other 
services of the state as in the wisdom of the legislature may seem 
best. This will require a constitutional amendment rewriting the 
income tax amendment to our Constitution. 
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Fourth. That whatever surpluses may arise in the funds dedi- 
cated to certain departments, bureaus, boards, commissions or 
agencies of the state, should be placed in a special fund to the credit 
of the department, bureau, board, commission or agency to which 
dedicated in the tax law, and that the control of this surplus be 
given to some authority so that it may be used in carrying on the 
activities of the agency, or the expansion thereof, in which it 
arises. 

I have held public hearings on the budget and have been greatly 


acaicted he the Trt 
assisted by the Interim Committee on Appropriations and Finance. 


All the departments and activities of the state have been requested 
to submit their budgets, which they have done, and the recom- 
mendations contained in the appropriation bill hereto appended 
reflect their demands for the next biennium. The budget here- 
with appended, and the appropriation bill, in my opinion, are con- 
servative and as liberal as our anticipated revenues will permit, 
and will authorize the maintenance of our services on a high and 
excellent plane. 

I commend this budget to your careful consideration, and I 
recommend the enactment of laws putting it into effect for the 
biennium ending September 30, 1947.

Petitioning members of the Alabama Delegation to 
the Congress of the United States to use every influence to have 
the Office of Price Administration through the Commodity Credit 
Corporation to allow warehouses to charge the commercial rate 
per bale for storage of cotton on Government Loan or Purchase 
Program in order that more space will be available to farmers who 
wish to participate in these government programs. 

WHEREAS, A great many cotton farmers of Alabama were 
forced to take a loss of as much as $5 to $7.50 a bale for their 
cotton because they could not find suitable storage space to avail 
themselves of the Government Loan or Purchase Programs. 

WHEREAS, The Government Purchase Plan and Government 
Loan Plan, handled by the Commodity Credit Corporation would 
neither purchase nor lend money on cotton unless it was stored in 
approved warehouses—and 
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WHEREAS, Numbers of cotton warehouses in Alabama did 
not qualify as approved storage places for Government Loan or 
Purchase cotton because warehouse charges allowed by the Com-. 
commercial rates. Many warchouscmen declare they can inot 
handle cotton at present prices without loss—and 

WHEREAS, It is a known fact that space for thousands of 
additional bales would have been available if the storage rates 
allowed on Government Program cotton were increased to com- 
mercial rates—and 

WHEREAS, Many thousands of additional bales would have 
been stored last season and will be stored next season provided 
the Commodity Credit Corporation, through permission of the 
OPA, will allow an increase in their charges up to the prevailing 
commercial rate—and 

WHEREAS, Hundreds of thousands of dollars additional 
money will be received by the cotton farmers of the state should 
the government agree to pay the aforesaid increase, which action 
will cause many additional warehouses to become available for 
the storage of Government Purchase and Loan cotton—and there- 
fore 

BE IT RESOLVED, That the Legislature of Alabama, through 
this Concurrent Resolution, does petition and urge you, the mem- 
bers of the Alabama Delegation to the Congress of the United 
States, to use your influence to have the Commodity Credit Cor- 
poration ask for and the OPA grant an increase of storage rate 
on Government Loan and Purchase cotton up to the Commercial 
rate for the aforementioned purpose.

That Section 6 of an act entitled “An Act to establish a four member 
Board of Revenue for Houston County, Alabama: 


To fix the salaries of members of said Board, manner of payment, term of 
office and time of election of members thereof: to divide said county 
into four districts and to provide the effective date therefor; to pro- 
vide for the election of their successors in office, and the duties of the 
Judge of Probate with reference to said Board: to employ, discharge 
and fix the salary of the Road and Bridge Foreman, to provide that 
the Road and Bridge Foreman shall with the approval of the Board of 
Revenue employ and fix the compensation of agents, his assistants, 
overseers, workmen and laborers required for said work, and shall with

“Section 6. The Board of Revenue shall elect or appoint a Road and 

Bridge Foreman as head of the Road and Bridge Department, and fix his 

salary in a sum not to exceed two hundred and fifty ($250.00) dollars per 
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month, unless the said Board of Revenue shall elect or appoint a full time 
County Engineer under the provisions of the Henderson Act approved Sep- 
tember 19, 1939, (Code of Alabama for 1940, Title 12, Section 67 et. seq.), 
and when said Board of Revenue shall elect or appoint a full time County 
Engineer, then the provisions hereof as to the election or appointment of a 
Koad and Bridge Foreman shail become inoperative and shail remain so iong 
as said County Engineer is qualified and serving in that capacity. The 
Board of Revenue shall immediately elect or appoint said Road and Bridge 
Foreman or County Engineer after a vacancy is created in said office and 
each succeeding Board of Revenue shall elect or appoint said Road and 
Bridge Foreman or County Engineer immediately after their induction into 
office. The term of office of said Road and Bridge Foreman or County 
Engineer shall continue after election or appointment thereof at the wiil 
of the Board of Revenue, provided, however,’ that in the event said Board 
of Revenue shall elect or appoint a County Engineer, same shall also be 
subject to the terms and provisions of said Henderson Act aforesaid. 

The present County Engineer now qualified and serving under the terms 
and provisions of said Henderson Act as aforesaid shall hold over and become 
County Engineer at the salary fixed or to be fixed by the Board of Revenue 
and the Highway Department of the State of Alabama, and he shall hold 
soid office until the first Monday after the second Tuesday in January, 1947, 
unless sooner removed therefrom under the provisions of this amendment. 

Whenever the Board of Revenue has elected to elect or appoint a County 
Engineer under said Henderson Act as aforesaid, and has elected or ap- 
pointed a full time County Engineer, then he shall have the same authorities 
and duties as those conferred upon the Road and Bridge Foreman under the 
terms and provisions of House Bill Number 1013, Local Acts 1935, pages 
251 and 252, approved September 13, 1935, in addition to those conferred 
upon him by said Henderson Act. The Board of Revenue is further au- 
thorized to pay him as County Engineer a salary not to exceed the sum 
of two thousand ($2,000.00) dollars per year, which shall be the County’s 
share of his said salary and paid out of the same funds as the salary of the 
Road and Bridge Foreman is paid, which also is provided for in said House 
Bill Number 1013, Local Acts 1935, pages 251 and 252, approved September 
13, 1935.”

All laws or parts of laws in conflict herewith are hereby expressly re- 
pealed.

SECTION 1. The county governing body of Covington county shall 
have authority to appoint a road supervisor for Covington county, who 
shall engage in no other employment. 

SECTION 2. The supervisor shall be a graduate of an accredited col- 
lege of engineering and shall be qualified to practice engineering and land 
surveying in Alabama, and, in addition, shall have not less than three years 
of experience in the maintenance and construction of highways and public 
roads. 


SECTION 3. : The salary of such supervisor shall not be less than 
$2,400.00 and not more than $4,800.00 per year, which shall be paid out of 
the general fund, road and bridge fund, or the gasoline tax fund, either 
or all, as said county governing body may determine. 


SECTION 4. It shall be the duty of the supervisor (1) to employ, 
supervise and direct such assistance as is necessary properly to maintain

County, which, prior to the approval of the Act, were properly or inadver- 
tently registered in compliance with or contrary to the provisions of any 
general or local law. (b) Those unpaid claims against said fine and for- 
feiture fund, earned prior to the approval of the Act, which have not been 
registered with the Treasurer but now are, or may be, after the approval of 
the act, entitled to be registered. 

The word “maturity” as used shall mean the date under the general law 
of Alabama at which a claim against the fine and forfeiture fund becomes 
payable. 

The words “matured claims” shall mean and include claims which have 
reached their maturity. 

The word “owner,” as used in the act, shall mean any person, firm or 
corporation, personal representative, guardian, or receiver in cases of in- 
solvency, which or whose name appears on the books of the Treasurer as 
the owner entitled to payment of such registered claim or claims that has 
been registered. 

The word “Treasurer,” as used shall refer to any person, firm or corpora- 
tion who or which is the lawful custodian of county funds, and may also in- 
clude the Clerk of such governing body of the county when duly appointed 
by the county governing body to perform the duties in whole or in part 
prescribed by the act. 
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The word “transfer” as used shall mean any writing or endorsement by 
the lawful holder of a claim, registered or re-registered, showing that title 
to such claim has passed, to be valid when duly acknowledged before an 
officer entitled by the laws of Alabama to take acknowledgements or wit- 
nessed by two persons who write their name as such witnesses. 

The word “notice,” as employed in the act means an advertisement for 
four consecutive weeks in all newspapers of Covington County, cost of 
which is to be paid out of the general fund of the county. 


SECTION 2. Provides that all defined words shall include words of 
similar import. 


SECTION 3. The use of the singular shall include the plural and the 
plural the singular. 


SECTION 4. All registered claims as defined, that mature prior to the 
approval of the act, shall be registered or re-registered within 120 days 
from the approval of the act, and those maturing after the approval of the 
act ti be registered within 180 days after the maturity thereof, or registra- 
tion end payment forever precluded. 


SECTION 5. All claims as defined in section one shall be registered 
with ; ihe Treasurer within 180 days after maturity, or the same to be barred 
from :egistration and payment. 


SZCTION 6. Requires all registered claims and all claims Pégisteted 
pursuz nt to the Act to be re-registered with the Treasurer any time during 
the six:th calendar year each year after the calendar year of the last registra- 
tion, iacluding re-registration according to this section, or failing therein, 
the sane shall be forever barred. 


SECTION 7. Gives all registered claims in sub-paragraph (a) of sec- 
tion one order of payment according to their prior registration and priority 
over claims as defined in section one and over registered claims, sub-paragraph 
(b) in the definition of registered claims, section one. Payment of claims 
and registered claims (sub-paragraph b) to be made in order of registration 
after the approval of thé act. 

SECTION 8. Requires the Treasurer to note on his records the law- 
ful transfer of any claim or registered claim and to list the name of the 
owner according to such transfer. 

SECTION 9. Provides that it shall not be necessary to transfer any 
claim to the heirs, guardian or personal representative of the owner, or 
to any receiver of any insolvent owner but they shall in accordance with the 
general law succeed to the title and interest of the owner without such trans- 
fer. Such. persons shall be subject to all the other provisions of the act. 


SECTION 10. Provides that any claim or registered claim, the owner 
of which has complied with the mandates of the act, shall be a lawful 
charge against the fine and forfeiture fund subject to the provisions of sec- 
tion 13 of the Act. Failure to comply with all the provisions of the act 
forever precludes payment of such claim. Provides that no claims or charges 
not embraced in the act, except as may be authorized by a general or local 
law, passed and approved after May 1, 1945, shall be a lawful charge against 
the fine and forfeiture fund. 

SECTION 11. Makes it the duty of the Treasurer to pay the owners 
of all claims and registered claims the face value of such claims, as pro-. 
vided in section 7. Registration as provided in section 6 of the act shall 
not disturb the original priority provided in section 7 of the act. 
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SECTION 12. No claim or registered claim as defined in the act shall 
be paid prior to 120 days after the approval of the act. 

SECTION 13. Payment of claims and registered claims shall be sub- 
ordinated to the payment of any other charge against the fine and forfeiture

SECTION 14. Provides that when the custodian of county funds shall 
reimburse the general funds of the county pursuant to the terms of section 
3 of Act No. 196 Local Act of 1939, p. 107, whether before or after the 
approval of the act mentioned in this notice, that the governing body of 
the county shall immediately transfer from general fund to the fine and ~ 
forfeiture fund an amount equai to that so transferred pursuant to said sec- 
tion 3. Provides also that no part of the fine and forfeiture fund shall be 
paid into the general fund for any purpose, but the same shall be kept intact 
for the uses and purposes as provided in said act, or for use as may be

SECTION 15. Provides that the act nor any section or provision 
thereof shall be construed to validate or to permit the payment of a claim 
or - charge against said fine and forfeiture fund that was barred from regis- 
tration or payment prior to the approval of the act, except as provided in 
sub-paragraph (a) of registered claims defined in section one of the act. 

SECTION 16. Provides that the registration records of the Treasurer 
shall conform to the general laws of Alabama, and shail in addition show 
the nature, ownership and priority of all such claims. 

SECTION 17. Makes it the duty of the Treasurer forthwith after the 
approval of the act to give notice as defined in section one that registered 
claims and claims shall be registered or re-registered within the time and in 
the manner provided by the act, or failing therein, payment shall be forever 
barred. ; 

SECTION 18. Precludes use of claims and registered claims for pay- 
ment of fines and forfeitures. ; 

SECTION 19. Repeals ail general, special or local laws in conflict 
with any section or provision of the act. 

SECTION 20. Provides that if any section or provision of the act shall 
be declared unconstitutional and void, such declaration shall not affect or 
impair remaining sections or provisions. 


SECTION 21. Makes the act effective upon approval by the Governor.

SECTION 1. To provide for the repeal of local Act No. 20, Local 
Acts of 1919, P. 8, establishing the Court of County Commissioners, the 
repeal to become effective on the effective date of the bill. 

SECTION 2. To establish and create in and for Covington County, a 
Court of record to be known as “THE BOARD OF REVENUE OF 
COVINGTON COUNTY.” 
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SECTION 3. To divide the county into four districts or subdivisions: 
district 1 to include beats 3, 14, 4, 17, 8 and 23; district 2 to include beats 
1, 20, 16, 2 and 21; district 3 to embrace beats 9, 22, 15, 7, 10 and 19; dis- 
trict 4 to embrace beats 12, 11, 6, 18, 15 and 5. If any beat is altered, 
the district shall not be affected thereby, but shall include such beat as 
altered. 

SECTION 4. The Board shall consist of a President and four asso- 
ciate members who shall be appointed or elected and shaH have such au- 
thority as provided in the bill. : 

SECTION 5. The President of the Board shall be elected from the 
County at large, while each district into which the county shall be sub- 
divided shall be entitled to a member on the Board, such member to be 
elected by the district in ‘which he is a qualified elector. The President 
may be a resident and qualified elector of any district. 


SECTION 6. The President of the Board shall not be under 25 years 
of age at the general election for such office and shall be a qualified elector 
of the county. Each associate member shall be a qualified elector and 
resident of the district from which he is elected. 

SECTION 7. The President and Associate Members of the Board 
shall be elected at the general election in 1948, and every four years there- 
after, in the manner now or hereafter provided by the general laws of Ala- 
bama governing the election of county governing bodies, and shall take 
office on the first Monday after the second Tuesday in January next suc- 
ceeding their election. 

SECTION 8. The President and each member to hold office for four 
years from the first Monday after the second Tuesday in January next 
succeeding their election, and until their successors are elected and qualified.

SECTION 14, The President of the Board is made the presiding of- 
ficer of the Board, with no right to vote except in case of a tie, in which 
event he shall cast the deciding vote. Except as otherwise provided in the 
bill, he shall have all the authority and is imposed with all the duties of 
a Probate Judge while acting under the general laws of mlabame as the 
presiding officer of a county governing body. 

SECTION 15. The regular meeting of the board shall be the second 

Monday in each month. Special mcctings may he called at any time by 
the President, or by three or more Associate Menibers who concur therefor. 
The meetings shall be held in the Courthouse at Andalusia, Alabama, or at 
such other place in the county seat as the said Roard may designate at a 
regular meeting or a special meeting at which a quorum is present as pro- 
vided in the bill.

The presence of all the Associate Members at a special meeting 
called without notice shall constitute a quorum. The presence of three As- 
sociate Members and the regular President at a special meeting after notice 
as provided in Section 15 hereof shall constitute a quorum.” 

SECTION 17. At the first or any subsequent meeting of said board, 
a President pro tempore of said board shall be elected by said board. He 
shall serve at the pleasure of the board. 

SECTION 18. The President pro tempore is authorized, except as 
may be otherwise provided in the bill for the regular President, to perform 
all the duties imposed by law upon the regular President, but only during 
the absence of the regular President, whatever the cause of such absence. 
Also he shal! perform all the duties of the regular President whenever a 
vacancy occurs and until such vacancy is filled. 


SECTION 19. All business shall be valid if passed and approved by 
a majority vote of the quorum prescribed by the bill. 

SECTION 20. Except as otherwise provided in the bill, the board is 
clothed and impressed with all the powers, duties, responsibilities and the 
official rights that the general laws of Alabama now or may hereafter give 
and appoint unto the county governing bodies of the State of Alabama. 

SECTION 21. Except as otherwise provided in the bill, each member 
of the board elected or appointed is constituted’ and appointed director 
and supervisor of all the public roads within the district he represents,

lease of land therefor, provided the board is given representation on any

The president and board 
members shall not be entitled to extra compensation for such services but 
the board shall fix compensation for such other person who serves. 


SECTION 33. The board is authoribed to empower the clerk to hire 
such clerical assistants as he may deem needful in keeping the records of 
the county; to prescribe such salary as they deem proper, to be paid from 
any fund as they may lawfully determine. Such employee shall serve at the 
pleastre of the board. 

SECTION 34. The board shall classify all employees engaged in the 
construction and maintenance of roads in the county, and shall fix a uni- 
form salary or wage scale for each such classification. 


SECTION 35. All laws, or parts of laws, in conflict. with any provi- 
sion of the bill are repealed. 


SECTION 36. Any invalid clause shall not affect any valid section, 
clause or provision of the bill not in itself invalid. 


The Act shall Be in effect on the first day of the month 
next succeeding its approval by the governor.

Notice is hereby given that application will be made in the Legislature 
of Alabama, at the 1945 session thereof, for the passage of the following 
local Act, to-wit: 


A BILL TO BE ENTITLED AN ACT 


To Establish a Court of County Commissioners for Russell County, 
to provide for the appointment and election of the members thereof and pre- 
scribe their duties aud powers, to provide for a Chairman of said Court of 
County Commissioners and fix his duties and powers; and fix their compen- 
sation; to divide the County of Russell into three districts for the Court of 
County Commissioners, and abolish the County Commissioners for Russell 
County, and to repeal all conflicting laws, general, local and special. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. ‘That there is hereby established a Court of County Com- 
missioners for Russell County, Alabama, consisting of three (3) members, 
to be known and called “Court of County Commissioners for Russell County.” 


Section 2. That the County of Russell be, and the same is hereby di- 
vided into three (3) districts of the Court of County Commissioners to be 
numbered first, second and third. That the first said District of Russell 
County shall be composed of that part of Russell County embraced within 
the beats or precincts as now existing and numbered one, eight and nine. 
That the second said District of Russell County shall be composed of that 
part of said County embraced within the beats or precmcts as now existing 
and numbered as follows, Precincts or Beats numbered two, seven and ten. 
That the third said District of Russell County shall be composed of that 
part of said County embraced within the precincts or beats as now existing 
and numbered as follows, Precincts or Beats numbered three, four, five and 
six. 

Section 3. On approval of this act by the Governor, the House of Rep- 
resentatives of Alabama shall forthwith select and appoint one member of 
said Court of County Commissioners for Russell County from each of the 
said three (3) districts provided for in Section 2 of this-Act, each of said 
three (3) members so selected and appointed shall be a resident of his 
respective district, who shall together constitute the members of the Court 
of County Commissioners for Russell County hereby created and established. 
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The members of said Court of County Commissioners so selected and ap- 
pointed shall hold office until the first Monday after the second Tuesday in 
January, 1949, and until their successors are elected and qualified, and at 
the general election next preceding the expiration of the terms of office of 
the members of said Court of County Commissioners, there shall be elected 
by the qualified electors of the entire County a member from each of the 
said districts, who shall be a resident of said district, and who shall hold 
office for a period of four (4) years and until his successor is likewise 
elected and qualified. 


Section 4. That at the first meeting of said Court of County Com- 
missioners held after their appointment, the said Court of County Com- 
missioners shall choose from its members a Chairman of said Court of 
County Commissioners for Russell County; who shall hold office until his 
term as such member of said Court of County Commissioners expires. 


Section 5. Should any vacancy occur upon the said Court of County 
Commissioners, such vacancy shall be filled by appointment by the Gover- 
nor for the unexpired term, and the appointee shall be a resident of the 
District which he is appointed to represent, on said Court of County Com- 
missioners. 


Section 6. Regular terms of the said Court of County Commissioners 
shall be held at the County Seat on the first Wednesday in January, April, 
July and October of each year and as provided by law, and such spetial 
and adjourned terms as the said Court of County Commissioners or a majority 
thereof may deem necessary and proper. Notices of all special meetings 
shall be given by the Chairman of the Court of County Commissioners in 
writing or by publication in some newspaper published +in Russell County for 
five (5) days prior to such meeting. If given in writing by the Chairman, the 
same shall be served on each member then within the county, five (5) days be- 
fore said meeting. 


Section 7. That the said Court of County Commissioners shall have all 
of the jurisdiction and all powers which are now or may hereafter by 
law, be vested in the courts of county commissioners of this State, or board 
of revenue or other governing body of like kind, and the several members 
of the said Court of County Commissioners for Russell County shall respec- 
tively perform all duties and services and render all the powers which are 
or may be required by law of the members of the courts of county commis- 
sioners, or boards of revenue or other governing bodies of like kind. That 
all general laws hereafter enacted by the Legislature of Alabama in relation 
to the jurisdiction, powers, authorities or duties of courts of county com- 
missioners in this State not in conflict with the provisions-of this Act, shall 
apply to the said Court of County Commissioners for Russell County, ex- 
cept so much of the said general laws as may relate to the mode of selection 
of said court of county commissioners, provided that this Act shall not be 
construed to impair the jurisdiction and authority of the said Court of County 
Commissioners. The Court of County Commissioners shall have control of 
all property belonging to the County, and may, by an order to be entered 
on its minutes, direct the disposal of any real property, which can be lawfully 
disposed of, and direct the Chairman of said Court of County Commissioners 
to make titles thereto; and a conveyance made by the said Chairman in 
accordance with such order invests the grantee with the title of the county. 


Section 8. That the Chairman of the said Court of County Commis- 
sioners shall sign all the minutes of the proceedings of the said Commis- 
sioners and shall sign all warrants drawn upon the county treasury or 
depository all orders for payment or disbursement of the money or funds 
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of the County. It shall be the duty of the said Chairman of such Court 
of County Commissioners in said county to collect and receipt for all 
road tax and perform all other duties in connection therewith as are now 
required by law of other officials. It shall be the duty of the said 
Chairman of the said Court of County Commissioners to receive and prepare 
the business and obtain information for the sessions of the said Court ot 
County Commissioners and to see to the execution of all orders of the 
said ourt of County Commissioners. The Chairman of the said Court of 
County Commissioners shall issue all notices required to be given by the 
said Court of County Commissioners and by law, and generally to do and 
perform all such duties and matters as may be required of him by the 


Section 9. The Channa and every member of the Court of County 
Commissioners shall receive for their services the sum of $1,800.00 per annum 
payable in tweive (12) iionthly installments of $150.00 each out of the 
County treasury, and from such funds of the County as may be legally sub- 
ject to the payment of such salaries and as in the opinion of said Court of 


County Commissioners said salaries should be paid out of. 


Section 10. That within seven days from the appointment of said mem- 
bers of said Court of County Commissioners as hereinbefore provided, 
said members so appointed shall meet and organize said Court of County 
Commissioners. And the said Court of County Commissioners shail trans- 
act such business as is proper and necessary at such meetings. 


Section 11. The County Commission of Russell County which is herein 
and hereby abolished, shall deliver to the said Court of County Commis- 
sioners for Russell County at its first meeting as provided for in Section 10 
hereof, all books, records, accounts, funds and in fact all belongings of 
every kind and character held by them as officials for the County of Russell, 
or for the use of said County. 

Section 12. That the said Court of County Commissioners shall appoint 
a clerk of the Court of County Commissioners whose duties shall be to 
keep the minutes of the meetings and make a record of the same, to keep a 
record of all claims filed against the county and all claims ordered paid by 
the said Court of County Commissioners, keeping such minutes and pro- 
ceedings in well bound volumes provided for that purpose, and to generally 
do and perform all acts and services in and about the duties of and proceed- 
ings of said Court of County Commissioners as he, or she, may be directed 
to do by said Court of County Commissioners or by law. For said services 
said Clerk so appointed shall receive such sum as shall be termed reason- 
- able and ordered by the said Court of County Commissioners, to be paid 
out of the funds of the county. Said Clerk so appointed shall hold office 
for one vear and until his or her successor is appointed and qualified. 

Section 13. All books, office equipment, furniture and fixtures and sup- 
plies required to be furnished by the County to the different officers of 
the County shall be purchased by this Court of County Commissioners, and 
each officer of the County in need of any of the above items or other 
supplies required by law in the operation of their office shall make requisi- 
tion for the same in writing to this Court of County Commissioners. And 
no officer shall contract for the purchase of supplies and charge them to the 
County except as hereinabove provided for. 

Section 14. That the County Commission of Russell County be and 
the same is hereby abolished. 
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Section 15. This act shall become effective immediately upon its ap- 
proval by the Governor, or upon its becoming a law. 


Section 16. That all laws and parts of laws, general, local and special, 
in conflict with the provisions of this Act be and the same are hereby ex- 
pressly repealed.

A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 
To Amend Sections 3 and 5 of an Act entitled “An Act to define, regulate

BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. That Sections 3 and 5 of an Act entitled “An Act to define, 
regulate and license barbers and barber colleges, and other like businesses 
in Mobile County, Alabama, State of Alabama; and create a Barbers’ 
Commission for said county, and to provide a penalty for the violation of

the provisions hereof, and to fix the powers and duties of said Commission 


approved September 2nd, 1935, be amended so as to read as follows: 


“Section 3. There is hereby created. a Barbers’ Commission 
for Mobile County, State of Alabama. The Governor shaii ap- 
point three persons, each of whom immediately prior to the date 
of his appointment has been a resident of Mobile County, State of 
Alabama, for three years and who has had at least five years’ 
experience as a barber, one member to be appointed for a term of 
one year, one member to be appointed for a term of two years, and’ 
one member to be appointed for a term of three years, and there- 
after the term of any member appointed and qualified to succeed the 
members of the Barbers’ Commission for Mobile County first ap- 
pointed shall be for three years and until their successors are ap- 
pointed:and qualified. Members to fill vacancies shail be appointed and 
vacancies caused by the expiration of the term of any person appointed 
and qualified. Members to fill vacancies shall be appointed and va- 
cancies caused by the expiration of the term of any person appointed 
shall be selected in the manner following: The Commission shall, 
sixty days prior to the expiration of the term of any commissioner 
or the Chairman of the Barbers’ Commission for Mobile County, 
give notice in writing to the licensed barbers of Mobile County 
that such vacancy will be created on the date of the expiration of 
the term of the commissioner whose term is about to expire; or if 
a vacancy be caused for any reason other than the expiration of the: 
term the Barbers’ Commission for Mobile County shall within thirty 
days after such vacancy is created give notice to the licensed barbers 
of Mobile County of such vacancy, calling upon the said barbers to 
suggest to the Barbers’ Commission for Mobile County the names 
of three barbers to fill the vacancy or vacancies thus occasioned; 
to that end a‘ballot shall be prepared enclosed in the letter notifying 
the barbers of the vacancy or vacancies thus created, the said ballot 
reading: 

I hereby nominate for appointment by the Governor of the 
State of Alabama to the Barbers’ Commission for Mobile County, 
Alabama, one of the following named three persons: 

The ballots shall be numbered and identified in such manner 
as to prevent anyone employing any ballot other than that forwarded 
the licensed barber entitled to vote and in addition to the ballot 
the Barbers’ Commission for Mobile County shall forward the li- 
censed barber an envelope addressed to the Barbers’ Commission 
for Mobile County and properly stamped with postage of the United 
States Government. When the ballots are returned to the Bar- 
bers’ Commission for Mobile County they shall be opened on a day 
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designated in the notification forwarded the duly licensed barbers 
of Mobile County in the presence of the commissioners of the 
Barbers’ Commission for Mobile County then serving, and the 
ballots shall be counted, and the names of the three barbers who 
shall receive the greatest number of votes shall be selected as the 
three nominees of the Barbers’ Commission for Mobile County, 
and the Barbers’ Commission for Mobile County shall then certify 
to the Governor of the State of Alabama the names of the three 
barbers receiving the highest number of votes, and the Governor 
shall appoint one of the three persons thus designated to fill the 
vacancy created. 

If more than one vacancy exist at any time there shall be 
nominated in the manner hereinabove designated and _ certified 
to the Governor three nominees for each such vacancy so that if 
there be one vacancy there shall be three nominees, if there be 
two vacancies there shall be six nominees, and if there be three 
vacancies there shall be nine nominees certified to the Governor 
of Alabama, who shall select for appointment one nominee from 
each group thus nominated. The Commission immediately upon 
the qualification of the member appointed each year shall organ- 
ize by selecting from its members a Chairman, and may do all 
things necessary or convenient for carrying into effect the provi- 
sions of this Act. Each member of the Commission shall receive 
as full compensation for each day actually spent in the work of 
said Commission the sum of six dollars per day and his actual and 
necessary expenses thereby incurred. The Commission shall appoint 
and at its pleasure discharge, a secretary-treasurer and such assistants 
as may be deemed necessary to discharge the duties imposed by 
the provisions of this Act; The treasurer so appointed shall be re- 
quired to enter into a bond to be approved by the Commission in 
the sum of not less than One Thousand ($1,000.00) Dollars condi- 
tioned to pay any shortage or loss of funds on hand by said 
Treasurer during his term of office or at the time that he is holding 
office. Said Commission shall outline the duties and fix the compen- 
sation of the Treasurer. The Commission shall obtain such office 
space, furnishings, and other proper conveniences as shall be reason- 
ably necessary for carrying out of the provisions of this Act. The 
principal office of said Commission to be located in the City of 
Mobile, provided however, that upon the request of said Commis- 
sion, the Board of Revenue and Road Commissioners shall! furnish 
an office in the Court House without charge. The Commission 
shall adopt a seal with such design as it may prescribe, engraved 
thereon, by which it shall authenticate its proceedings. The Com- 
mission shall make appropriate rules and regulations for the ad- 
ministration of the office of the Commission and for the purpose 
of carrying out the provisions of this Act. In addition thereto, 
the Commission is empowered to make reasonable inspection of 
the barbers and barber shops of Mobile County to the end that 
they observe proper methods of sanitation and sterilization in and 
about the conduct of their business. Copies of all records and papers 
in the office of the Commission duly certified and authenticated by 
its seal shall be received in evidence in all courts with like ef- 
fect as the original. All records kept in the office of the Commis- 
sion under authority of this act shall be open to public inspection 
under such rules and regulations as shall be prescribed by the 
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Commission. All fees and charges collected by the Commission

Section 2. Amend Section 5 of said Act so as to read as follows? 


“Section 5. Whenever the masculine gender is used in this 
Act it is to be construed in such manner as to include the feminine 
gender. Every applicant for a barber’s license, apprentice-barber’s 
license or for a license to operate a barber shop or barber college 
or other like business shall apply therefor in writing on blanks 
prepared for and furnished by said Barbers’ Commission. It shall 
be accompanied by the recommendation of at Icast two barbers 
doing business in said County of Mobile not related to the applicant 
certifying that the applicant is of good reputation, is qualified to 
practice the trade of barbering, and recommending that a license 
be granted him. Said application shall be accompanied by the appli- 
cation fee hereinafter provided and a reputable doctor’s certificate 
certifying that said applicant has no communicable or contagious or 
infectious disease. The Commission, after applications in proper 
form have been filed, shall set the application down for a hearing 
and determination as hereinafter provided in this Act. The Commis- 
sion shall examine the application, doctor’s certificate and recom- 
mendations of the barbers recommending the applicant and if these 
documents are found in order, then and in that event the Com- 
mission is to proceed with the examination of the applicant. 

The applicant shall be examined with a view of determining 
whether he has an elementary school education or its equivalent, 
and in addition thereto the applicant shall be conducted to a chair 
in some barber shop where barbers licensed to practice barbering 
under the terms of this Act are employed, where the applicant 
shall be given an examination which will determine his skill as a 
barber, and in addition thereto the applicant may be required to 
name the instruments which are in general use in such barber 
shop and he shall be examined as to his knowledge concoerning 
and the proper employment of shaving and shampooing soaps, anti- 
septics, lotions, facial massage creams and hair tonics, and if, in 
the opinion of the Commission, such demonstration is deemed neces- 
sary or advisable the applicant may be required to demonstrate his 
skill in shaving some person or cutting his hair, in the art of mas- 
sage or shampooing, or to do any or all of those things which a 
reputable barber is generally called upon to perform in practicing 
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barbering. In addition thereto he shall be examined relative to 
his knowledge of certain skin diseases commonly dealt with by 
experienced barbers with the view ‘of determining whether or not 
such diseases are infectious or contagious; and in this connection 
he shall be required to show to the reasonable satisfaction of the 
Commission his knowledge of the proper steriliation of the instru- 
ments and tools he is required to employ in and about the prac- 
tice of barbering. If the applicant pass the examination the Com- 
mission shall issue a license in such form as it may prescribe 
showing the name and address of the licensee and the barber shop 
or college in which he is employed. The seal of the Commission 
shall be imprinted on the license and such other additional matter 
placed thereon as the Commission may designate. It shall be the 
duty of each person, co-partnership, association or corporation to 
display conspicuously the license thus issued in the place of busi- 
ness wherein such person, co-partnership, association or corpora- 
tion operates. The Commission shall issue to each licensee a pocket 
card, on which shall be an imprint of the seal of the Commission 
certifying that the person whose name appears thereon is a licensed 
barber or operator of one of the businesses herein named as the 
case may be. The original fee for each barber’s license shall be 
$7.50, and the annual renewal fee shall be $7.50. The original for 
any non-resident barber coming into this State shall be $15.00. 
Every license shall expire on the 31st day of December of each 
year. The Commission shall issue a new license for the ensuing 
year in the absence of any reason or condition that might warrant 
the refusal of granting of the license upon the receipt of the written 
‘request of the applicant accompanied by the annual fee therefor, 
as herein required, and accompanied, also, by a certificate of a 
reputable physician asserting that the applicant then has no con- 
tagious, communicable or infectious disease. 

The Commission may upon its own motion, and shall upon the 
verified complaint in writing of any three persons making out a 
prima facie case, investigate the actions of any person hereby af- 
fected, and shall have the power to suspend or to revoke any 
license issued under the provisions of this Act at any time where 
the licensee has fraudulently obtained the license, or where the 
licensee in performing or attempting to perform any of the acts 
mentioned herein is deemed to be guilty of (a) the violation of 
any state, county or city statute or ordinance pertaining to the op- 
eration of the business hereby affected, (b) the violation of any 
rule or regulation established by the Commission (c) or who has 
failed upon request of the Secretary-Treasurer to give evidence and/or 
proof of the compliance with the same. The Commission shall, 
before denying an application for license, or before suspension or 
revoking any license, set the manner down for a hearing, and at 
least ten days prior to the date set for the hearing, notify the 
applicant or licensee in writing, which notice shall contain an exact 
statement of the charges made, and the date and place of hearing. 
The applicant or licensee at all hearings, shall have the opportunity 
to be heard in person or by counsel or both. Such notice may be 
served by delivery of the same personally to the applicant or li- 
censee, or by mailing the same by registered mail to the last 
known business of such applicant or licensee. In preparation and 
conduct of hearings, the Commission shall have power to require 
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by subpoena the appearance and testimony of witnesses and the 
production of papers, and any member of the commission may sign 
subpoenas, administer oaths and examine witnesses. ‘The fees and 
mileage shall be the same as prescribed by law in judicial procelure 
in the courts of this State in civil cases. Any party to a hearing 
shail have the right to the attendance of witnesses in. his behaii. In 
case of disobedience to a subpoena, any member of the Commission 
may invoke the aid of any court of competent jurisdiction in re- 
quiring the attendance and testimony of witnesses and the production 
of papers, and such court may issue an order requiring the persons 
to appear before the Commission, and give evidence, or produce 
papers, as the case may be, and any failure to obey such order 
of the Court may be punished by the Court as a contempt thereof. 

Any person so refusing to appear and give testimony required by 

such Commission shall be guilty of misdemeanor, and upon conviction 

thereof by a court of competent jurisdiction, as provided by the 
provisions of this Act. If the Commission shall determine that any 
applicant is not qualified to receive a license, or that any licensee 

is guilty of a violation of any of the provisions of this Act, a li- 

cense shall not be granted, or the same suspended or revoked as the 

case may require. Upon request of the applicant or licensee in writ- 
ing, the Commission shall furnish said party with a definite state- 
ment of its findings of facts and its reason or reasons for refusing 
to grant the license or for its suspension or revocation of same. 

The findings of the Commission may be appealed to the Circuit 

Court of the county in which the principal office of the Commis- 

sion may be located, provided an appeal is taken within 10 days 

after such final determination of the Commission. Any person de- 
siring to appeal under this section shall file with the Commission or 
some member thereof, a notice in writing that he appeals to the Cir- 
cuit Court with at least one solvent surety payable to the County 
of Mobile, conditioned to prosecute such appeal to effect, and upon 
failure to do so, to pay all costs and damages which may be taxed 
against him by the Circuit Court on such appeal. Such bond to be 
approved by the Circuit Clerk of Mobile County, and any cause so 
appealed shall be tried de novo in said Circuit Court. The Com- 
mission shall at least every three months hold an examination for 
the purpose of determining the qualifications of any applicants to 
become barbers or barber-apprentices, and shall conduct said ex- 
amination in accordance with the provisions hereof and in accord- 
ance with the rules and regulations promulgated by said Commis- 
sion not inconsistent with this Act. Said examination to be con- 
ducted in the city, town, or village where the principal office of the 

Commission is located.” 

Section 3. That all laws and parts of laws in conflict with the provi- ° 
sions of this Act be and they are hereby repealed. 

Section 4. In the event any section, provision, sentence, clause or 
phrase of this Act shall be held unconstitutional or void the same shall 
not invalidate any other section or clause of this Act which is not in itself 
invalid. 

Section 5. That this Act shall become effective immediately upon its

county on a cash basis and to that end: 

That said county and its governing body may divide the county revenues, 
and establish and maintain separate county funds, including sinking funds 
and trust funds, as may be deemed necessary for keeping separate the 
tax money and revenues of said county, and to better provide for the pur- 
chase and protection of war bonds of the United States purchased by said 
county from time to time. May transfer surplus county revenues in any 
county fund to any other county fund, and at any time not contrary to law; 
May prevent any county fund from being over-drawn or deficient. May 
make payable out of said county funds or sinking funds, any and all lawful 
and proper county debts and obligations, heretofore created or hereafter 
created, as may be found necessary; That priority of payment of all coun- 
ty debts and obligations due or to become due out of any of said funds 
may be fixed and determined by pledging special funds and revenues under 
agreements, contracts, and proceedings, entered of record on the Minutes 
of the County Governing body as may be now or hereafter authorized 
by law. ; 

c That the county ad valorem tax of (5) five mills on the dollar, of one- 

half of one percentum per annum, named in the first part of Section 215 
of the Constitution may be divided into different portions; that one of 
said portions shall be levied annually for the amount required for the ex- 
penses of the county for the current year; That other portions of said tax 
may be levied and collected annually for special and lawful county pur- 
poses, including the County Health Fund, the County Road and Bridge 
Fund and the County Sinking Fund created for the payment of county 
debts incurred for said purposes; That all such special taxes heretofore 
levied and collected in said county for said purposes under various local 
laws of said county or heretofore validated by the decree of the Circuit 
Court of said County ‘are hereby ratified and confirmed. 
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That the county ad valorem tax of (2%) two and one-half mills on the 
dollar, of one-fourth of one per centum per annum, named in the last part 
and Sub (a) of Section 215 of the Constitution may be divided into dif- 
ferent portions and different portions of said tax may be levied and col- 
lected annually for special and lawful county purposes including County 
Roads and Bridges, county buildings, and county sinking fund created for 
the payment of county debts incurred for said purposes;

ty, Ala. and about (17) seventeen other counties having a certain specified 
population according to the Federal Census.

To create and establish the County Court of Calhoun County, Alabama;

BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1: That there is hereby created and established in and for the 
County of Calhoun, State of Alabama, a court which shall be known and 
called County Court of Calhoun County, Alabama, which said court is hereby 
invested with and shall have and exercise in said county jurisdiction of all 
misdemeanors committed in said county, concurrent in such misdemeanor 
cases with the jurisdiction now conferred, or which may be conferred, by law 
upon the Circuit Court, and said court shall have preliminary jurisdiction of 
all felonies committed in said county and of bastardy and peace proceedings 
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in said county; and, in addition thereto, said court shall have and exercise 
original and exclusive jurisdiction in all juvenile and non-support cases arising 
in said county under titles 13 and 34 of the Code of Alabama of 1940, and 
amendments and additions thereto, and shall have all of the powers therein 
conferred on the probate court. The judge of said court shall have the right 
and authority to hear and determine habeas corpus proceedings in criminal 
cases arising in said county. In all civil cases, otherwise cognizable in jus- 
tice of the peace courts, and arising in precincts 15 and 20 of said county, or 
when the defendants reside in said precincts, the said court shall have and 
exercise the exclusive authority, jurisdiction and powers which are now con- 
ferred, or which may be conferred by law upon the justices of the peace, 
and in all other precincts of said county said court shall have concurrent 
jurisdiction with the respective justices of the peace. The said County Court 
of Calhoun County, Alabama shall be invested with all powers, jurisdiction 
and authority heretofore exercised by the Calhoun County Court, and said 
Calhoun County Court is hereby abolished. All cases therein pending shall 
be and hereby are transferred to said County Court of Calhoun County, 
Alabama for further prosecution, and shall be proceeded upon as if originally 
instituted in such court. 

Section 2: The present Judge of the Calhoun County Court shall be 
the Judge of the County Court of Calhoun County, Alabama, and shall hold 
such office until his present term expires, and until his successor is elected 
and qualified. His successor shall take office on the first Monday after 
the second Tuesday in January, 1947, and shall be elected by the qualified 
voters of Calhoun County, Alabama, at the general election held for state 
and county offices in the year 1946, and at the general election every four 
years thereafter. The judge of said court shall have been a resident of Cal- 
houn County, Alabama, for at least one year next preceding his election or 
appointment and a qualified elector, and shall be at least twenty-five years 
of age and learned in the law.

The judge of said court, 
before entering upon the duties of said office, shall take the oath of office 
in form required by law to be taken by judges of the circuit court of Ala- 
bama, which shall be recorded in the office of the probate judge, and a com- 
mission shall be issued to him by the State as provided by law in other county 
offices.

The fecs and custs allowed by law in civil cases 
to justices of the peace, constables, sheriffs and witnesses for services in the 
justices of the peace court shall be taxed and collected as provided by law in 
each civil case. In addition thereto, there shall be taxed and collected for 
the use of the county in each civil case docketed a trial fee of one dollar. In 
all criminal cases the fees and costs authorized by law to be taxed in the 
county courts of the State shall be taxed and collected in each criminal case 
tried or docketed in said court. The said clerk shall be entitled to receive 
and retain as his compensation in criminal cases the same costs, fees and 
coimmissions aliowed by law to clerks of the circuit court for like duties and 
services, and the amounts of the justices’ fees, other than the one dollar trial 
tax, collected in all civil cases. The said clerk shall give bond, with good and 
sufficient sureties thereon, in the penal sum of five thousand dollars, payable 
to the State of Alabama and conditioned to faithfully discharge the duties of 
such office, and to pay all monies to the proper authorities and persons to 
whom it is due, and to faithfully account for all monies coming ‘into his 
hands by virtue of his office, which bond shall be approved by the president 
of the County Commission or like governing body, and, together with his 
oath of office, filed in the office of the Probate Judge of Calhoun County.

All parties against whom 
judgments have been rendered shall have ten days within which to effect 
appeals to the circuit court. In all civil cases of judgment by default the 
judge may, at his discretion, set aside said judgment when requested to do 
so by the defendant within five days after such judgment is granted. In 
civil cases when an execution has been issued within twelve months after 
the rendition of judgment and has not been returned satisfied, an alias execu- 
tion may be issued thereon at any time within six years from date of such 
judgment without a revival of the judgment. When a certificate of judg- 
ment has been filed in the office of the Probate Judge within twelve months 
from the date of its rendition, execution may issue thereon at any time 
within six years from the date of such judgment, whether execution has been 
previously issued or not, and such recorded judgment shall be a lien on 
the property of the defendant as provided by law in the circuit courts. 

Section 10: In all suits brought for minors by their next friends in 
which judgments are obtained and the money or property paid or delivered 
into court, the said money or property may be paid or delivered to the next 
friend bringing the suit to be for the use and benefit of the minor, and the 
‘said next friend is authorized to receipt the court record for same, which 
shall be binding on said minor. Warrants may be issued by justices of the 
peace in said county returnable to said court for any indictable offense, 
including peace and bastardy proceedings and non-support cases. 

Section 11: There shall be no justices of the peace for notary public 
with powers of justice of the peace elected or appointed for precincts 15 and 
20 of said county, and the office of justice of the peace for said precincts 
is hereby abolished. 

Section 12: All laws, local or general, in conflict with the provisions 
of this act are, in so far as they conflict with the provision of this act, hereby 
repealed. 

Section 13: Should any section, or any part thereof, of this act be held 
unconstitutional, it shall in no wise affect any other section or part thereof, 
each section having been passed by the Legislature separately. 


Section 14: This act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama, that the Coun- 
ty of Chilton, be and the same is hereby divided into four commissioners 
districts to be numbered first, second, third and fourth districts. 

That the first district shall be composed of that part of Chilton County 
embraced within the precincts as now existing and numbered as follows: 
Precincts one, two, twelve and thirteen.

Section 1. CREATION OF MUNICIPAL ELECTRIC POWER

‘and established the Municipal Electric Power Board of Guntersville, Ala- 
bama to be composed of three members and one Ex Officio Member. 

Section 2,5 APPOINTMENT OF MEMBERS TO COMPRISE 
BOARD. The Mayor of the City of Guntersville, Alabama, shall be Ex 
Officio member of the Board and serve for his term of office as Mayor. 
One member to serve until the first Monday of October, 1946; and until 
his successor is elected and qualified. One member to serve until the first 
Monday in October, 1948; and until his successor is elected and qualified. 
One member to serve until the first Monday in October, 1950; and until 
his successor is elected and qualified. The members to compose the original 
Board shall be appointed by the Governor of the State of Alabama. 

Section 3. QUALIFICATIONS OF MEMBERS OF THE BOARD. 
No person shall be eligible to membership on said Board who is not a 
qualified elector of Marshall County, Alabama, and is not a customer of the 
City of Guntersville Electric Distribution System. The members of the 
City Council of Guntersville, Alabama, may be alowed to become members 
of the Board. 

Section 4. OATH OF OFFICE. Before entering upon the duties of 
his office, each member of the Board shall take and subscribe to the fol- 
lowing oath: “I do solemnly swear that I will support the constitution 
of the State of Alabama, the constitution of the United States of America, 
and I will faithfully, zealously and impartially discharge the duties of the 
office upon which I am about to enter, without fear of favor, for the public 
welfare; so help me God.”

Section 5.5 METHOD OF ELECTION AND TERM OF OFFICE 
OF THE MEMBERS OF THE BOARD. The successors to the mem-

of the City of Guntersville, in September each year that the term of a 
member expires in October following, the City Council shall. eléct. the 
successor of the member of the Board whose term expires on the first 
Monday in October following, and the person so elected shall become a 
member of the Board on the first Monday in October following his election 
and shall hold the position for a period of six years and until his successor 
is elected and qualified.

At the first meet- 
ing of the Board after the passage of this Act, the members shall elect 
one of their number as Chairman and one of their number or an employee 
of the City of Guntersville Electric Distribution System, as Secretary, there- 
after, on the first meeting in October, the Board shall annually elect from 
among their number a Chairman and either from their number or an em- 
ployee a Secretary. Vacancies of the office of the Chairman or Secretary 
shall be filled by the Board, if and when any may occur. 

Section 7, COMPENSATION OF THE BOARD. Each member .of 
the Board, including the Ex Officio member, shall be paid at the rate of 
$10.00 per month. ‘The compensation iv the members of the Roard shall 
be paid in monthly installments from the money received from the opera- 
tion of the City of Guntersville Electric Distribution System. A member 
of the City Council, who may become a member of the Board, and the Mayor 
who is Ex officio Member of the Board, shall be entitled to draw compensa- 
tion the same as any other members of the Board, by virtue of the extra duty 
imposed upon them. 

Section 8. MEETING OF THE BOARD. The Board shall hold its 
regular monthly meeting on the second Tuesday of each month and other 
meetings at such times and places as its member may elect, and the Chair- 
man of the Board,-or any two members, may call the meeting at time he 
or they consider that business demands that a meeting be held, after written 
notice is given to other members of the Board. The Chairman and one 
member or any two members of the Board shall constitute a quorum for 
the transacting of business.

The Record of the proceedings of said 
Board shall be open to the Mayor and any Member of the City Council, and 
to the public at all times, and a copy from said record, certified by the 
Secretary of the Board, shall be competent evidence in all courts. 

Section 9. AUTHORITY AND DUTIES OF THE BOARD. The 
Board shall have complete control of the City of Guntersville Electric 
Distribution System owned by the City of Guntersville, and as a part 
thereof it shall have authority to employ, upon terms to be fixed by the 
Board, and to discharge with or without cause, managers, cashiers, clerks, 
stenographers, attorneys, linemen, repairmen, laborers, and such other em- 
ployees as are necessary for operation of the utility. It shall have the 
power and authority, and it shall be its duty, to charge for and collect all 
counts due for any service which the utility may furnish its customers, upon 
rates to be approved by the City Council of the City of Guntersville, Ala- 
bama. The Board shall have the right to delegate to any manager which 
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it may employ the authority to employ and discharge employees which 
may be needed to direct their work and manage, control and operate the 
public utility of the City of Guntersville, of which he is manager, and to 
account to the Board for his acts in so doing, but his authority shall be 
restricted as to the authority of the Board is restricted by this act. 

Section 10. OFFICIAL BONDS OF OFFICERS AND EM- 
PLOYEES. All of the officers or employees of the Board handling money 
or exercising authority over property of the City of Guntersville, shall be- 
fore entering upon the discharge of their duties, give bond with some Surity 
Company authorized to do business in the State of .Alabama, as Surety and 
payable to the City of Guntersville, to be approved by the Board in such 
penalty as the Board may prescribe conditioned for the faithful discharge 
of the duties of his office, and faithfully account for all moneys received 
or property coming into his possession in the capacity of his employment. 

Section 11. IMPEACHMENT, AND REMOVAL OF MEMBER OF 
THE BOARD. Members of the Board may be removed from the office in | 
the manner and on the same grounds provided by the general law of the 
State for the impeachment and removal of office as set out in Section 175 
of the Constitution of Alabama. 

Section 12. ACCOUNTING, EXPERT, EMPLOYED: DUTIES OF. 
The Board shall at least once a year appoint an expert accountant or firm 
of Accountants who shall make an examination in detail of all books and 
accounts of the Board to cover the period since the preceding examination, 
and make -a full report in writing, under oath, to the Board of its finding 
at the Board’s first meeting after the completion of such report, a copy shall 
also be furnished the Mayor and City Council, and the same shall be spread 
upon the minutes of the Board. For this service said accountant shall be 
paid such sum as may be agreed upon, which is reasonable and proper. ” 

Section 13. REPORTS OF THE BOARD TO COUNCIL. Said | 
Board shall make an annual report to the Council at its last regular meeting 
in September of each year, showing in detail the receipts and expenditures 
for the preceeding fiscal year; the physical condition of the property under 
the care of said Board, and other matters of public interest connected with 
said Board. The Board shall make other reports to the Council at such 
time and on such matters as the Board or City Council may deem proper. 

Section 14. PUBLICATION OF RECEIPTS AND DISBURSE- 
MENTS. The Board shall make an annual and other publication, the 
Board deems proper, in a newspaper published in the City of Gunters- 
ville, Alabama, of a report showing receipts and expenditures of money 
of the Board specifying generally the source from which received and the 
purposes for which expended, such publication must show the entire 
indebtedness of the City of Guntersville Distribution System of whatever 
kind and character, specifying the amount of Bonds outstanding, their 
character and when due. 

Section 15. EXPENDITURES FOR CONSTRUCTION OR ADDI- 
TIONS. No expenditures for any new construction, additions, or replace- 
ments of the City of Guntersville Electric Distribution System, or the equip- 
ment used by the same, shall be made by the Board where the total ex- 
pense will be more than $2,000.00 without the consent and approval of the 
City Council of the City of Guntersville, Alabama. 

Section 16. FUNDS, MONEY, ETC. All funds of said Board shall 
be kept separate from the other funds of the City and in the City Deposi- 
tory, and same shall be withdrawn only in such sums and at such times as 
the same shall be actually required for the expenditures authorized by law, 
and only upon warrants signed by an employee of the utility designated by 
the Board and counter-signed by a member of the Board designated by

the Board, and issue for claims that have been audited and ordered paid by 
the Board, and for salaries due Board members and employees for which 
work performed and services rendered; provided any municipal funds, in- 
cluding funds for the retirement’ of bonds,.and other contingency funds not 
presently needed for other purposes, coming into the hands of the Board, 
with the approval of the City Council, may be invested in City, State, 
or Federal securities, including War Bonds, or any public improvement bonds 
issued by any municipality of the State of Alabama which are general obliga- 
tions of such municipality, as the Board and City Council may direct, how- 
ever, the proceedings authorizing any funding or refunding bonds may prohibit 
the investment of the sinking funds for such bonds an'd require that such sink- 
ing funds shall be used exclusive in the purchase for retirement, or in the 
redemption of such funding or refunding bonds. 

Section 17. COLLECTION, DEPOSITS, AND DISTRIBUTION 
OF MONEYS OF THE CITY OF GUNTERSVILLE ELECTRIC DIS- 
TRIBUTION SYSTEM. All money collected from the sale of current, or 
received in any way from the use of the Electric Distribution System, shall 
be deposited in the City Depository and shall be distributed by the Board 
in accordance with the terms of the Power Contract between the Ten- 
nessee Valley Authority and the City of Guntersville, Alabama, and of 
Ordinance No. 218 of the City of Guntersville authorizing the issu- 
ance and sale of Electric System Revenue Bonds of 1937; and all funds 
shall be distributed by the Board as provided by said Power Contract 
and by said Ordinance. When the bonds issued under the authority 
of Ordinance No. 218 have been fully paid and discharged the Board shall 
no longer be controlled in the distribution of funds by said ordinance, and in 
the event that said contract for power between the Tennessee Valley Au- 
thority and the City of Guntersville should be altered, the said Board shall 
distribute the money received in accordance with such new or changed con- 
tract as may be made for the purchase of power, and in the event that re- 
strictions with reference to disbursements of the money received shall be 
eliminated from the Power Contract, then said Board shall operate said 
Electric Distribution System economically in accordance with the powers and 
‘duties imposed upon them by this Act and shall remit the net revenues from 
the operation of the said Electric Distribution System to the City of Gun- 
tersville, quarterly thereafter, provided a reasonable fund shail first be set 
aside and maintained at all times for depreciation, expansion and emergen- 
cies. 

Section 18. BOND OF DEPOSITORY. The Board shall require 
from the Depository adequate bond or securities to secure the safety of 
said deposit, which bonds or securities shall be in the sum that the Board 
shall fix having due regard to the safety of the Board’s funds. 

Section 19. If any clause, sentence, section, or part of this Act. shall be 
declared invalid, it shall not render the remaining parts of some invalid, 
but they shall remain in full force and effect. 

Section 20. This Act shall go into effect immediately upon its ap- 
proval by the Governor or upon its becoming a law without his approval.

WHEREAS, via the Tombigbee-Tennessee route the distance 
to the Gulf coast will be 630 miles less from Sheffield, Decatur, 
. Chattanooga, Knoxville, and other Tennessee River points; 

WHEREAS, the distance to the Gulf Coast will be 200 miles 
less from Evansville, Louisville, Cincinnati, Pittsburgh, and other 
Ohio River points. 

WHEREAS, the distance to the Gulf Coast will be 108 miles 
less from St. Louis, Chicago, Minneapolis, St. Paul, Kansas City, 
and other points on the Mississippi, Missouri, and Illinois Rivers. 

WHEREAS, from the Cumberland Valley the distance to the 
Gulf Coast will be 200 miles less.

WHEREAS, the primary task and duty of the Alcoholic Bever- 
age Control Board is the alleviation of the ills of alcohol, and 

WHEREAS, the promotion of education as to alcoholism as a 
disease and the methods of dealing with the same is recognized 
as a desirable phase of education, therefore. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


SKCTION i. The Superintendent of the Alabama State Has- 
pital, the Director of the Department of Public Welfare, the State 
Health Officer, the Professor of Psychiatry at the Medical School 
of the University of Alabama, the Director of the Division of 
Vocational Education in the Department of Education and two 
citizens of Alabama to be named by the Governor, for terms of 
four years from and after their appointment, are hereby consti- 
tuted a Commission to be known as the Commission on Education 
With Respect to Alcoholism with the power to prepare and ad- 
minister a program for the rehabilitation of alcoholics and the 
education of the public with respect to dealing with alcoholism 
as a disease; to utilize such facilities in this State, including equip- 
ment and professional and other personnel as may be made avail- 
able for said purposes; and to expend such sums for said purposes 
as may, from time to time, be appropriated therefor by the Legisla- 
ture.

District Number Six is to be composed of the counties of 
Choctaw, Clarke, Monroe, Washington, Mobile, and Baldwin. 

District Number Seven is to be composed of the counties of 
Butlér, Crenshaw, Pike, Barbour, Conecuh, Covington, Coffee, 
Dale, Henry, Escambia, Geneva, and Houston. 


Any city, or county, or other political subdivision or group of 
political subdivisions within any of the said districts subject to 
the approval of the State Committee of Public Health may con- 
struct or erect a Tuberculosis Sanatorium subject to the condi- 
tions herein set out. The location shall be subject to the approval 
of the State Committee of Public Health. The City, County, or 
other political subdivision or group of political subdivisions shall 
be known as the Regional Sponsors. The Regional Sponsors shall 
furnish the building site subject to the approval of the State. 
Committee of Public Health. A District Tuberculosis Sanatorium 
constructed under the provisions of this section shall consist of a

Before approval of the construction of each 
sanatorium is granted by the State Committee of Public Health, the 
Regional Sponsors must furnish proof of financial ability and 
responsibility for the construction and the maintenance, satisfac- 
tory to the State Committee of Public Health. The state’s partici- 
pation shall be paid on monthly estimates of an architect approved 
by the State Committee of Public Health and only when each esti- 
mate is approved by the State Committee of Public Health. Fif- 
teen (15) per cent of each monthly estimate shall be withheld until 
the building is completed and accepted by the State Committee of 
Public Health. A condition for state participation in construction 
shall be a satisfactory contract by the sponsors for the maintenance 
of the sanatorium. If at the end of five (5) years any district in 
the State of Alabama has not built or established a district sana- 
torium, on approval of the State Committee of Public Health that 
district may be consolidated with an adjoining district and the 
money available for the construction of a sanatorium in said dis- 
trict may become available to the regional sponsors in the ad- 
joining district for the benefit of both districts under the terms of 
this act. , 

The State Committee of Public Health may at its discretion 
pay from funds provided herein the salary of the Medical Director, 
one technician, and two nurses for each district sanatorium. 

The operation of each district sanatorium shall be under the 
supervision of a Board of Trustees created by Regional Sponsors 
in each district in accordance with the provisions of Article 2, Title 
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22 of the 1940 Code of Alabama but shall be subject to the regula- 
tions of the State Committee of Public Heaith. Ii is further pro- 
vided that where more than three (3) counties or other political 
subdivisions join together as regional sponsors of a joint sana- 
torium the board of trustees shall not exceed twenty-one (21) 
trustees, with each county or political subdivision equally repre- 
sented and provided further that in no event shall any county 
or other political subdivision have less than two trustees.

declaring the results of such election, arfd regulating the sale of such bonds 
and the use of the proceeds of such sale, and repealing all laws in conflict 
with this Act,” approved August 10, 1927, be and the same hereby is amended 
to read as follows: “Section 7. The governing body of said county shall 
from time to time, determine what concrete surfaced or better than concrete 
surfaced public road or roads, and what concrete or better than concrete 
bridge or bridges are to be constructed or improved within said county under . 
the terms of this Act. Concrete or better than concrete surfaced roads within 
the meaning of this Act, shall include: (a) Portland Cement concrete pav- 
ing; (b) Asphaitic Concrete paving, whether of standard specifications or of 
any patented modification thereof; (c) Sheet Asphalt paving whether of stand- 
ard specifications or of any patented modification thereof or rock or sand as- 
phalt paving; (d) Any combination of asphaltic concrete and sheet asphalt or 
any combination of asphaltic concrete and rock asphalt; (e) Vitrified brick 
paving; and (f) Any other surtace composed of bits of gravel, or broken stone 
or slag, in large and/or small fragments thoroughly mixed with or bonded to- 
gether with a cementing material such as asphalt, Portland Cement, puzolian 
cement, or other cementing compound or compounds and placed in such a 
manner as to create a surface of a definitely stable nature.” 

Section 2. That Section 8 of said Act be and the same hereby is amend- 
ed so as to read as follows: “Section 8. The governing body of said coun- 
ty when first authorized as herein provided by a majority vote by ballot of 
the qualified voters of said county voting upon such proposition, may incur 
such additional indebtedness and issue such additional bonds and levy such 
additional tax or taxes, by this Act authorized, either for the purpose of 
paying the entire cost of the consiruciiun of improvcment of one or more 
concrete or better than concrete surfaced road or roads, and the bridges 
connected therewith, and one or more concrete or better than concrete bridge 
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or bridges, or may incur such additional indebtedness and issue such addi- 
tional bonds and levy such additional tax or taxes, under the terms of this - 
Act, for the purpose of paying such part of such construction or improvement 
of State Highways numbered 6, 25 and 28, or any one or more of them as is 
not paid by the government of the United States of America or the Highway 
Department of the state of Alabama, or any other agency of the State of 
Alabama, an‘d to that end may join with the United States of America or the 
State of Alabama, or both the United States of America and the State of Ala- 
bama, in the construction or improvements, and in paying for the construc- 
tion or improvement of any one or more of State Highways numbered 6, 25 
and 28, and the bridges connected therewith. If the County of Mobile joins 
with the Alabama Highway Department and the Federal Government or 
either of them in paying part of the cost of construction or improvement of 
State Highways numbered 6, 25 and 28 or any one or more of them, then 
the said work of construction shall be done under the control, direction and 
supervision of the State Highway Department of Alabama. The proceeds of 
all bonds authorized, issu¢d and sold as in this Act provided, for the purpose 
of paying any portion of the cost of the construction or improvement of State 
Highways numbered 6, 25 and 28, or any one or more of such highways, 
shall, as soon as such proceeds are received by the County, be paid over 
by the treasurer of Mobile County forthwith into the State Treasury, for 
the use of the State Highway Commission of Alabama, in the construction 
of such highway or highways. The state treasurer of the State of Alabama 
shall keep a record of ali such monies so paid over to him by the treasurer 
of Mobile County, and shall disburse the same under orders of the State 
Highway Commission only in payment for part of the cost of the improve- 
ment or construction of state highways numbered 6, 25 and 28, or any one 
or more of such highways. The governing body of said County when first 
authorized as herein provided by a majority vote by ballot of the qualified 
voters of said County voting upon such proposition, may incur such addi- 
tional indebtedness and issue such additional bonds and levy such additional 
tax or taxes, by this Act authorized, for the purpose of paying such part of 
such construction or improvement of any road or roads, and bridge or bridges 
connected therewith, in Mobile County as are not paid by the Government 
of the United States of America and/or the State of Alabama and/or any 
agency of either or both, and to that end may join with the United States of 
American and/or the State of Alabama and/or any agency of either or both 
in the construction or improvement and in paying for the construction or im- 
provement of any one or more roads in Mobile County and bridge or bridges 
connected therewith. Should the governing body of said County exercise 
the authority last granted in this Section and join with the Government of 
the United States of America and/or the State of Alabama and/or any agency 
of either or both in the construction and improvement of a road or roads in 
Mobile County, and a bridge or bridges connected therewith, then the said 
work of construction shall be done, and the supervision and control thereof 
shall be, in accordance with the provisions of any Act of the Congress of 
the United States and/or the Legislature of Alabama authorizing and pro- 
viding therefor, and/or any order or regulation issued pursuant thereto, and 
the proceeds of all bonds authorized, issued and sold as in this Act provided 
for the purpose of paying any part of the cost of the construction or im- 
provement of such roads or any one or more of such roads shall be disbursed 
in such manner as shall be provided in such Act of the Congress of the 
United States and/or the State of Alabama and/or in any order or regulation 
issued pursuant thereto, if provision therefor is made therein, otherwise, the 
proceeds of all said bonds shall be disbursed in the same manner as the pro- 
ceeds of all other bonds authorized, issued and sold under the provisions 
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of this Act, except for the construction or improvement of State Highways 
numbered 6, 25 arfd 28 or any one or more of such highways. 

Section 3. That Section 8-A of said Act be and the same is amended so 
as to read as follows: “Section 8-A. The State Highway Department shall 
keep an accurate record of all monies of the county paid by the said County 
toward the cost of the construction of State Highways numbered 6, 25 and 
28 or any one or more thereof, and the Highway Department of Alabama 
shall, as soon as state funds are available for such purpose, spend an equal 
amount of State Highway funds on the construction and improvement of 
such roads.in Mobile County as may be agreed upon between the State 
Highway Department and the governing body of Mobile County, such money 
to be in addition to such State Highway funds as would otherwise be al- 
lotted to be spent in Mobile County. When completed, all such state high- 
ways shall be maintained by the State.” 

Section 4. That Section 10 of said Act be and the same hereby is 
amended so as to read as follows: “Section 10. Before finally and formally 
adopting and agreeing upon any “improvement” (as the word “improvement” 
is hereinabove defined) the governing body of safd County shall cause 
to be prepared by or under the direction of an engineer or engineering com- 
pany or firm selected by said governing body (which engineer shall be an 
engineer of recognized reputation in paving matters, who shall be either a 
graduate of some institute of technology or other engineering school of rec-° 
ognized standing, with an additional eight years of practical experience, five of 
which must have been in responsible charge of work and who is registered 
and licensed to practice engineering under the laws of the State of Ala- 
bama, or in the event an engineering firm or company is selected by said 
governing body, the officer or individual representing such firm or company 
and who is in responsible charge of such work shall possess such requisites 
and qualifications), preliminary maps of the road or roads, bridge or bridges, 
proposed to be included in such improvement, which maps shall show the 
approximate location and the proposed termini of each such “improve-' 
ment,” together with a preliminary report of such engineer, describing the 
general character of the materials to be used in the construction or improve- 
ment of each such road or bridge. Such report may set out and describe 
certain alternative types of surfacing or paving, or other materials proposed 
to be used. Such report of such engineer shall also contain a preliminary 
estimate of the cost of each “improvement,” (as the word “improvement” is 
herein before defined), and an estimate of the time which it will take to 
complete the construction or improvement of each such “improvement.” 

Section 5. ‘hat Section 16 of said Act be and the same hereby is 
amended so as to read as follows: “Section 16. The Chairman of the 
governing body of said couiity, or some other member of such body des- 
ignated for that purpose by resolution of said body, immediately after the 
passage by said body of the resolution calling such election, shall notify 
the Probate Judge, Clerk of the Circuit Court and the Sheriff of said County 
of the calling of such election. Such officers of said County, within ten days 
after receipt of such notice, shall appoint such election officers as may be 
prescribed by law for the holding of general elections to conduct said elec- 
tions and all election officers so appointed shall possess the same qualifica- 
tions as election officers serving in a general election.” 

Section 6. That Section 17 of said Act be and the same hereby is 
amended so as to read as follows: “Section 17. The Sheriff shall notify such 
eleciiou officcrs of their appointments and send out boxes, ballots and/or 
voting machines to the several beats, wards or polling precincts in the 
county.” 
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Section 7. That Section 18 of said Act be and the same hereby is 
amended so as to read as follows: “Section 18. All expenses for holding 
such election shall be paid out of the treasury of said county and the elec- 
tion officers serving in such election shall be entitled to the same compensation 
as election officers of a general election.” 

Section 8. That Section 32 of said Act be and the same hereby is 
amended so as to read as follows: “Section 32. All surveys, plans and 
specifications for and the supervision of the expenditure of funds provided 
by the incurring of additional indebtedness anid the issuance of additional 
bonds authorized by elections held under the provisions of this Act, except 
such portion of such expenditures as shall be made in co-operation with the 
Alabama State Highway Commission or the Federal Government in the 
construction or improvement of State Highways numbered 6, 25 and 28, or 
in co-operation with the Government of the United States of America and/or 
the State of Alabama and/or any agency of either or both where the Act 
of Congress and/or the Legislature of Alabama authorizing the undertaking 
of said work, or any order or regulation issued pursuant thereto, provides 
otherwise, shall be executed by and under the direction of an’ engineer or 
firm or company of engineers to be selected by said governing body and 
having the qualifications set out in Section 10 of this Act. 

Section 9. That all laws and parts of laws in conflict with the provi- 
sions of this Act, are hereby repealed. 

Section 10. That this Act shall go into effect upon its enactment as is 
provided by law.

Section 1.—That the City of Mobile shall be and it is hereby authorized 
and required to hereafter pay to Mobile County one-half (44) of the cost of 
operating, maintaining, and keeping in repair the Poor Farm or Home for the 
Paupers of Mobile County. 

Section 2, The members of the Board of Commissioners of the City of 
Mobile are hereby auihorized and empowered to sign or execute petitions 
for the commitment of persons to the Poor Farm or Home for the Paupers 
of Mobile County to the same extent that such power and authority is 
granted by law to members of the governing body of Mobile County and the 
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Director of the County Department of Public Welfare and to file the same 
with the Probate Judge of Mobile County. The Probate Judge of Mobile

Section 3.—Mobile County shall cause to be opened and kept an ac- 
count to be entitled “Poor Farm Account” wherein shall be entered and kept 
an accurate and true account of the amount expended by the County each 
month for operating, maintaining and keeping in repair the Poor Farm or 
Home for Paupers of Mobile County, and on or before the 20th day of each 
month shall file with the Board of Commissioners of the City of Mobile an 
account of the amount expended by the County during the preceding calen- 
dar month for any and all such purposes.

WHEREAS, by means of various bills in the Congress of the 
United States, as illustrated by the so-called Wagner-Murray- 
Dingell bill and so-called emergency measures carrying federal 
grants, attempts are again being made to federalize the Unemploy- 
ment Compensation System and to deprive the states of their con- 
trol over that system, and 

WHEREAS, the present efforts are simply a continuation of 
the attempts which failed in 1942, as a result of the determina- 
tion of the states to retain their control; and 

WHEREAS, in the former efforts to federalize the Unemploy- 
ment Compensation System, during a time of conversion to war 
work on the part of American Industry, the proposal was made 
to supplement state funds with federal grants to care for the load 
of conversion, which proved not to be needed and was simply a 
subterfuge to secure federalization, and 

WHEREAS, at the present time there are in the Unemploy- 
ment Compensation funds of the various states many times the 
amounts that were in existence in 1942, and the amounts at present 
in those funds are obviously sufficient to enable any state legisla- 
ture to handle any load of reconversion to peacetime production 
which might arise, without further federal grants, interference or 
control, and 

WHEREAS, fundamentally and basically, these bills seeking 
federalization of Unemployment Compensation, although purport- 
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ing to solve a financial problem, are in actuality attempts to con- 
centrate control in the Washington bureaucracy and to continue 
the process of centralization to the further sacrifice of the prin- 
ciples of local self-government and democracy on which this na- 
tion was founded, and 

WHEREAS, our Alabama Senators and Representatives in the 
Congress of the United States are pledged to opposition to fur- 
ther concentration of power in Washington and further destruc- 
tion of local self-government by the federalization of Unemploy- 
ment Compensation, 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED by the Legislature 
of Alabama that we commend the stand taken by our said Senators 
and Representatives in Congress and that we urge upon them and 
upon all members of the Congress who believe in the principles of 
local self-government their firm and united opposition in con- 
tinuing the effective fight which they have so ably made against 
this legislation.

Section 1. CREATION OF MUNICIPAL UTILITIES BOARD OF 
TUSCUMBIA, ALABAMA.—There is hereby created and established the 
Municipal Utilities Board of Tuscumbia, Colbert County, Alabama, to be 
composed of three members. 

Section 2. That the Mayor and Board of Aldermen of the City of Tus- 
cumbia, Alabama, shall immediately upon the passage of this Act proceed 
to elect one member of said Municipal Electric Utilities Board to serve until 
the second Monday in July, 1948 and until his successor is elected and 
qualified; one member to serve until the second Monday in July, 1951 and 
until his successor is elected and qualified; and one member to serve until 
the second Monday in July, 1954 and until his successor is elected and 
qualified. ‘ 

Section 3. QUALIFICATION OF MEMBERS OF THE BOARD.— 
No person shall be eligible to membership on said board who is not a qual- 
ified elector of the City of Tuscumbia, Alabama, or who is an officer of the 
City, or an employee thereof, or is a member of the City Council, or whose 
term on the City Council has expired within six months prior to his elec- 
tion on the board. 

Section 4. OATH OF OFFICE OF MEMBERS OF THE BOARD. 
—Before entering upon the duties of his office, each member of the Board 
shall take and subscribe the following oath: “I do solemnly swear that 
I will support the constitution of the State of Alabama, and the constitu- 
tion of the United States, and that I will faithfully, zealously, and impar- 
tally discharge the duties of the office upon which I am about to enter, 
without fear or favor, for the public welfare; so help me God.” The suc- 
cessors to the members of the board named in this Act shall take and sub- 
scribe to the same oath. 

Section 5. METHOD OF ELECTION AND TERM OF OFFICE 
OF THE MEMBERS OF THE BOARD.—tThe successors to the members 
of the Board named in this Act shall be elected by the City Council of the 
City of Tuscumbia, Alabama. At the last meeting of the City Council of 
the City of Tuscumbia, in June each year that the term‘of a member of the 
Board expires in July following, the said. City Council shall elect the suc- 
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cessor of the member of the Board whose term expires on the second 
Monday in July following and the person so elected shall become a member 
of the board on the second Monday in July following and shall hold the posi- 
tion for a period of nine years and until his successor is elected and qualified. 
A member of the Board may succeed himself if the City Council desires to 
re-elect him. Whenever a vacancy occurs in the Board by resignation, death, 
or some other course, the City Council shall immediately fill said vacancy 
by electing another person to the Board, who shall serve for the remainder of 
the unexpired term of the member he succeeds. 

Section 6. ORGANIZATION OF THE BOARD.—At the first meeting 
of the Board after the passage of this Act, the members shall elect one of their 
number as chairman and one of their number as secretary, thereafter the 
Board shall annually elect from among their number a chairman and secre- 
tary. Vacancies in the offices of chairman and secretary shall be filled by 
the Board, if and when the same may occur. 

Section 7, COMPENSATION OF THE MEMBERS OF THE 
BOARD—Each member of the Board shall be paid at the rate of $15 per 
month, unless otherwise fixed by the Board. The compensation to the 
members of the Board shall be paid in monthly installments from the money 
received from the operation of the Electric Distribution ‘System. 

Section 8. MEETINGS OF THE BOARD—The Board shall hold a 
regular monthly meeting on the second Tuesday of each month and other 
meetings at such times and places as its members may elect, and the chair- 
man of the Board or any two members may call the meetings at any 
time he or they consider that the business demands that a meeting be held. 
The chairman and one member or any two members of the Board shall 
constitute a quorum. A true record of all the proceedings of all meetings 
of the Board shall be kept by the secretary. At the call of any member 
the vote on any pending question shall be taken by the ayes and noes, and 
the same shall be entered on the record. The record of the proceedings 
of said Board shall be open to the Mayor and any member of the City 
Council and to the public at all times, and a copy from said record, certified 
by the secretary, shall be competent evidence in all courts. 

Section 9 AUTHORITY AND .DUTIES OF THE BOARD—The 
Board shall have complete control of the public utilities owned by the City 
of Tuscumbia, and as a part thereof it shall have authority to employ, upon 
terms to be fixed by the Board, but in no event for a term exceeding one 
year, and to discharge with or without cause, managers, cashiers, clerks, 
stenographers, attorneys, linemen, repairmen, laborers, and such other em- 
ployees as are necessary for the operation of the utility. It shall have the 
power and authority and it shall be its duty to charge for and collect all 
accounts due for any service which the uiility miay furnish to its customers. 
upon rates to be provided and approved by the City Council of the City of 
Tuscumbia, Alabama. The Board shall have the right to delegate to any 
manager which it may employ the authority to employ and discharge em- 
ployees which may be needed; to direct their work and to manage, control 
and operate the public utility of the City of Tuscumbia of which he is the 
manager, and to account to the Board for his acts in so doing, but his au- 
thority shall be restricted as the authority of the Board is restricted in this 
Act. 

Section 10. OFFICIAL BONDS OF OFFICERS AND EM- 
PLOYEES—AIl officers or employees of the Board handling money or 
exercising authority over property of the City of Tuscumbia shall, before 
entering upon the discharge of their duties, give bond with some Surety 
company authorized to do business in the State of Alabama, as surety, and 
payable to the City of Tuscumbia, to be approved by the Board in such 
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penalty as the Board may prescribe conditioned for the faithful discharge 
of the duties of his office and faithfully to account for all moneys received 
or property coming into his possession in the capacity of his employment. 

Section 11. IMPEACHMENT AND REMOVAL OF MEMBERS 
OF THE BOARD—Members of the Board may be removed from office 
in the manner and on the same grounds provided by the general law of this 
state for the impeachment and removal of officers, as set out in Section 175 
of the Constitution of Alabama. 

Section 12.5 ACCOUNTANT, EXPERT, EMPLOYED: DUTIES OF 
—The Board shall at least once a year appoint an expert accountant or firm 
of accountants who shall make an examination in detail of all books and 
accounts of the Board to cover the period since the preceding examina- 
tion, and make a full report in writing, under oath, to the Board of its 
findings at the Board’s first meeting after completion of such a report, a 
copy shall also be furnished the Mayor and City Council, and the same 
shall be spread upon the minutes of the Board, but the same person or firm 
shall not be appointed or authorized to make such examination twice in 
succession. For this service said accountant shall be paid such sum as 
agreed upon, which is reasonable and proper. 

Section 13. REPORTS OF BOARD TO COUNCIL—Said Board 
shall make an annual report to the Council at its first regular meeting in 
October in each year, showing in detail the receipts and expenditures for the 
preceding fiscal year; the physical condition of the property undef the 
care of said Board, and any other matters of public interest connected 
with said Board. 

Section 14. PUBLICATION OF RECEIPTS AND DISBURSE- 
MENTS—The Board shall make a semi-annual publication on the second 
Monday of January and July of each year in a newspaper published in the 
City of Tuscumbia, Alabama, of a report showing the receipts and expendi- 
tures of money of the Board specifying generally the source from which 
received and the purpose for which expended, such publication must also 
show the entire indebtedness of the public utility of whatever kind and 
character specifying particularly the amount of bonds outstanding, their 
character and when due. 

Section 15. EXPENDITURES FOR CONSTRUCTION OR ADDI- 
TIONS—No expenditures for any new construction, additions, or replace- 
ment to any public utility, or the equipment used by the same, shall be 
made by the Board where the total expense will be more than $1,500.00 
without the consent and approval of the City Council of the City of Tus- 
cumbia, Alabama. 

Section 16. FUNDS, MONEY, ETC.—AIl funds of said Board shall be 
kept separate from the other funds of the City and in the city depository, 
and the same shall be withdrawn only in such sums and at such times 
as the same shall be actually required for the expenditures authorized by 
law, and only upon warrants signed by an employee of the utility desig- 
nated by the Board and countersigned by a member of the Board designated 
by the Board, and issued for claims that have been audited and ordered 
paid by said Board and for salaries due Board members and employees 
for work performed and services rendered. 

Section 17. COLLECTION, DEPOSIT AND DISTRIBUTION OF 
MONEY OF THE ELECTRIC DISTRIBUTION SYSTEM—AII money 
collected from the sale of electric current, or received in any way from 
the use of the Electric Distribution System, shall be deposited in the city 
depository and shall be distributed by the Board in accordance with the 
terms of the power contract between the Tennessee Valley Authority and 
the City of Tuscumbia and of an ordinance dated March 15, 1937, of the 
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City of Tuscumbia authorizing the issuance and sale of Electric System 
revenue bonds of 1937, and all funds shall be distributed by the Board as 
provided by said power contract and by said ordinance. When the bonds 
issued under the authority of said ordinance dated March 15, 1937, have 
been fully paid and discharged the Board shall no longer be controlled 
in the distribution of funds by said ordinance, and in the event that the 
said contract for power between the Tennessee Valley Authority and the 
City of Tuscumbia should be altered, the said Board shall distribute the 
money received in accordance with such new or changed contract as may 
be made for the purchase of power, and in the event that restrictions with 
reference to the disbursement of the money received shall be eliminated 
from the power contract, then said Board shall operate said Electric Dis- 
tribution System economically in accordance with the powers and duties 
imposed upon them by this Act and shall remit the net revenues from the 
operation of the said Electric Distribution System to the City of Tus- 
cumbia quarterly thereafter. 

Section 18. BOND OF DEPOSITORY—The Board shall require from 
the depository adequate bond or securities to secure the safety of said 
deposit which bond or securities shali be in the sum that the Board shall 
fix having due regard to the safety of the Board’s funds. 

Section 19. CONTROL OF WATER WORKS, GAS OR OTHER 
UTILITIES IF ACQUIRED BY THE CITY OF TUSCUMBIA—Should 
the City of Tuscumbia in the future purchase, construct or acquire a munici- 
pal water system, a municipal gas system, or any other public utility, the 
Board created by this Act shall control, manage, and operate such munici- 
pally owned utility; it shall have full authority to employ and discharge a 
manager for the same, and to employ or discharge, or authorize such man- 
ager to employ and discharge, all such additional employees as may be 
needed to properly operate such utility; to operate it and collect all charges 
for services; it shall deposit all funds derived from the operation of such util- 
ity in the city depository and shall pay out the same in accordance with

Section 20. If any clause, sentence, section, or part. of this Act shall be 
declared invalid, it shall not render the remaining parts of the same in- 
valid, but they shall remain in full force and effect.

MESSAGE FROM THE HOUSE 


Mr. President: 

‘The House has originated and adopted the following joint reso- 
lution: 

By Mr. Frasier: 

H.J.R. 31. BE IT RESOLVED by the House, the Senate 
concurring, that the following resolution be adopted, that 

WHEREAS, it has come to the attention of members of the 
legislature, and the Governor, that there is an inadequacy of the 
necessary meat supply and distribution of meat products for the. 
average worker in Alabama to perform a sufficient day’s work, and 

WHEREAS, the present allotment and distribution is not only 
resulting in an inadequate meat supply to meet the essential needs 
of the working people, but it is also tending to discourage the pro- 
duction of livestock in the State of Alabama, and 

WHEREAS, since Alabama is almost exclusively a grazing 
state it is generally believed that the system of subsidizing those 
sections of the country that feed out cattle will ultimately result 
in a depressing effect'on the market for grazing cattle and ulti- 
mately result in reduction of price for the livestock products of 
Alabama. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED by the House, the 
Senate concurring, that the Speaker of the House appoint three 
members of the House, and the President of the Senate appoint two 
members of the Senate to immediately investigate the allotment, 
distribution and production of livestock in Alabama under the pres- 
ent system of allotment, distribution and purchase, and report its 
findings as soon as practicable to the Governor of the State of Ala-

468—ONE PERCENTUM OF CITY REVENUE PAID INTO FUND. 
The Board of Commissioners shall set apart for, and pay into, the said 
municipal employees pension and relief fund not exceeding one per cent of all 
revenues collected and received by such city from licenses issued by such 
city. - 
“SECTION 3. That Section 477 of Title 62 of the Code of Alabama

ICE. Any employee of the city who has been in the service thereof for as 
long as twenty-five years, the last ten years of which have been continuous 
and shall have attained the age of fifty-five years, -upon -making written 
application to the Board of Commissioners therefor, shall, without medical 
examination or disability, be retired from the service of said city, and upon 
such retirement, the said board shall direct the payment of such retiring 
member monthly from such fund, a sum equal to one-half of the monthly 
compensation received by such employee as salary at the time of his retire- 
ment.

A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To create a Building Commission and establish a fund therefor; 
to provide for its organization and to define its powers and du- 
ties; and to appropriate funds for the use of the Commission so 
created and provide how they may be allocated. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


SECTION 1. There is hereby created a building commission, 
the membership of which shall consist of the Governor, State 
Health Officer, the Director of Finance, the State Superintendent 
of Education, three members from the Senate to be elected by 
that body at each regular session of the legislature, and three 
members from the House of Representatives to be elected by that 
body at each regular session of the legislature. In the event of 
a vacancy on the commission caused by the death or resignation 
of a member elected by the Senate, such vacancy shall be filled 
by election by the commission at the next regular meeting, such 
member to be elected from the membership of the Senate; in the 
event of a vacancy on the commission caused by the death or res- 
ignation of a member elected by the House of Representatives, 
such vacancy shall be filled by election by the commission at its 
next regular meeting, such member to be elected from the member- 
ship of the House. The Governor shall be chairman of the com- 
mission and the budget officer of the State Department of Finance 
shall be the secretary thereof, but he shall not be a member. The 
secretary shall be custodian of its books, records, and papers 
which he shall keep at the office of the commission to be provided 
at the seat of government. All members of said commission shall 
serve without compensation. The legislative members shall re- 
ceive reimbursement for their actual expenses when actively 
engaged on the commission’s business, plus mileage of ten cents 
per mile in going to and returning from each meeting of the com- 
mission. Said commission shall convene upon the call of the 
Governor or at such other time or times as the commission shall 
designate by a resolution spread upon its minutes. 

SECTION 2. The commission shall have full power and au- 
thority for and on behalf of the State of Alabama to acquire lands 
by purchase, condemnation or otherwise; to plan buildings and 
designate the location thereof; te plan and provide for the im- 
provement of all property now owned or hereafter acquired by the 
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state or any institution or agency thereof; to construct, repair, 
equip, remodel, enlarge, renovate, furnish, refurnish, improve, and 
locate such buildings, structures and facilities for the use of the 
State of Alabama or any of its institutions or agencies as in its 
judgment shall be necessary for state, institutional, or agency 
purposes; to enter into contract to do any of the foregoing; to re- 
ceive any monies, land or equipment donated, appropriated, or 
otherwise acquired by it for such purposes; and generally, to take 
such steps as may be necessary to accomplish such purposes. Said 
commission is authorized and empowered to use the setWices, facili- 
ties, or employees of the State Planning Board in furthering the 
objects of this act when its request so to do is approved by the 
Governor. The commission may appoint and dismiss such officers, 
employees, and agents including competent architectural and tech- 
nical employees as may be necessary to effectuate the pur- 
poses of this act. All employees of said commission shall be sub- 
ject to the provisions of the Merit System. The commission is 
authorized to fix by contract the fees or compensation of all 
architectural and technical employees without regard to the Merit 
System Act. The commission is authorized and empowered to 
make and adopt all necessary rules, regulations and plans for its 
own guidance and for the proper conduct of the duties imposed 
upon it. Its decisions with respect to approval and allocations of 
funds shall be final. It is provided, however, that the commission 
is required hereby to give first consideration in its approval of 
projects and allocations of funds to projects classed as ‘urgent’ 
in the State Department of Finance Survey of Capital Improve- 
ment Program, dated May 28, 1945, which is Section 5 hereunder; 
but, the commission is hereby empowered, upon a two-thirds ap- 
proving vote of all its membership, to change the classification of 
any project included in the survey and to make additions thereto 
and deletions therefrom; and the commission shall not be bound, 
in its allocation of funds, to the costs fixed for projects in the 
survey. No meeting of the commission shall be held on less than 
three days actual notice to the members thereof. 

SECTION 3. Said commission shall keep a regular journal 
of its proceedings and shall make a detailed report of its entire 
work and operations to each session of the legislature, said report 
to be submitted on or before the tenth legislative day of the regu- 
lar session. All salaries and other administrative expenses shall 
be paid out of the appropriation made herein. 

SECTION 4. There is hereby created a building commission 
tund to which the following appropriation is hereby made: (a) The 
sum of $6,400,000.00 out of the funds in the state treasury not other- 
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wise appropriated; (b) All funds remaining in the general fund of 
the state treasury in excess of $1,750,000.00 at the close of the fiscal 
year ending September 30, 1945; (c) The sum of $12,000,000.00 
from the Alabama Special Educational Trust Flund-Surplus Ac- 
count which must be allocated to educational use for debt service 
and capital outlay only, not more than 12% of which may be allo- 
cated to the institutions of higher learning, including the state 
teacher’s colleges; the 88% remaining, plus any unused portion 
of the 12%, shall be allocated to county and city boards of educa- 
tion on an%actual teacher unit basis in accordance with the mini- 
mum school program; provided, the election as to whether such 
funds are used for capital outlay or debt services shall be made 
by county and city boards of education and approved first by the 
State Board of Education and then by the Building Commission. 
“All funds of the commission shall be paid only on the warrant of 
the comptroller to be issued upon the certificate or voucher certi- 
fied by the secretary of the commission and approved by the 
Governor,

Wilcox County, and to provide for the manner of making contracts by 
Wilcox County; to provide for a pre-auditing and payment of bills for Wil- 
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cox County; to provide for the manner of issuing and signing warrants 
drawn against funds belonging to Wilcox County; to provide for the making 
of a tentative budget for Wilcox County; to provide for the making and pre- 
paring of financial statements for the use of the members of said Court; to 
provide for the transfer of funds from the General or special funds to the 
Road and Bridge Fund; to repeal all laws or parts of laws in conflict with 
this Act and to expressly repeal an Act of the Legislature of Alabama, ap- 
proved February 2, 1937, whereby a Board of Revenue was established for 
Wilcox County, and to provide the ‘dates upon which this Act shall become 
effective’, approved September 13, 1939, be amended so as to read as follows: 

“Section 8. Compensation: The Judge of Probate-as the Chairman of 
said Court shall receive as compensation for his services required under 
this Act the same salary, fees and compensation now or that may here- 
after be allowed to the Judge of Probate for like services as Chairman of 
the Court of County Commissioners under the general laws of the State 
of Alabama. The associate members of said Court shall receive as compen- 
sation a salary of fifty dollars ($50.00) per month”. 

Section 2. That all laws or parts of laws in conflict herewith are ex- 
pressly repealed. 

Section 3. That this Act shall become effective upon its passage and 
approval by the Governor or its otherwise becoming a law.

To amend Section 312 of Title 37 of the Code of Alabama of 1940. 
Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Sec. 1. That Section 312 of Title 37 of the Code’ of Alabama 
of 1940 be and the same hereby is amended so that it will read as 
follows: 

“Section 312. Bond Provisions. For the purpose of defraying 
the cost of acquiring, improving, enlarging, extending or repairing 
any such water-works system, sanitary sewer system, or gas sys- 
tem, any such borrower may issue its revenue bonds, provided that 
no such bonds shall be issued unless and until authorized by an 
ordinance which shall set forth a brief description of the contem- 
plated improvement, the estimated cost thereof, the amount, maxi- 
mum rate of interest, times and place or places of payment and 
other details in connection with the issuance of the bonds. Such 
bonds shall be payable at such place or places, either within or 
without the state, as shall be prescribed in the ordinance provid- 
ing for their issuance. The bonds and the coupons shall be executed 
in such manner and shall be substantially in the form provided in 
the authorizing ordinance. The bonds may be issued in coupon 
or in registered form, or both, as the governing body may deter- 
mine, and provision may be made for the registration of any coupon 
bonds as to principal alone and also as to both principal and in- 
terest. Such bonds shall mature in the manner provided for the 
maturity of revenue bonds in Section 255 of-this title, and shall be 
sold as provided in Sections 258, 259 and 260 of this title, unless 
they are issued for the purpose of refunding then outstanding reve- 
nue bonds, in which event the provisions of Section 325 of this 
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title shall control. Such bonds shall mature annually, and the 
first installment thereof shall be made payable not more than three 
years from the date of such bonds. No installment of principal 
coming due in any year shall be more than three times as great 
as the smallest installment of principal coming due on bonds of 
the same issue in any prior year. If all of the bonds are not issued 
at the same time, the bonds at any one time outstanding shall ma- 
ture as aforesaid. The principal of and interest upon such bonds 
shall be payable solely from the revenues derived from the opera- 
tion of the waterworks system, sanitary sewer system, or gas sys- 
tem, for the acquisition, improvement, enlargement, extension or 
repair of which the same are issued; provided, however, that where 
a borrower operates or proposes to operate a water works system 
and a sanitary sewer system as a combined improvement, the prin- 
cipal of and the interest upon such bonds may be made payable 
from the revenues derived from the operation of such combined 
improvement. In the event that a borrower has heretofore or 
shall hereafter acquire a water distribution system for domestic 
or industrial use or both, or a combined water supply and distribu- 
tion system for domestic or industrial use or both, or shall have 
partially completed the construction of any such system, and shall 
have issued revenue bonds under the provisions of this subdivision | 
for such acquisition, and in the further event that such borrower 
shall desire to acquire an additional water distribution system 
for domestic or industrial use or both, or a combined additional 
water supply. and distribution system for domestic or industrial 
use or both, and to combine such additional system or systems with 
the system theretofore acquired or then under construction, and to 
refund such outstanding revenue bonds, such borrower may pro- 
vide for the issuance of a single issue of revenue bonds under the 
provisions of this subdivision for the combined purposes of refund- 
ing such revenue bonds then outstanding if such bonds be then sub-

constitutional provision or statutory limitation. It shall be plain- 
ly stated in each of such bonds that the same has been issued un- 
der the provisions of this subdivision and that it does not con- 
stitute an indebtedness of such borrower within any state con- 
stitutional provisions or statutory limitation. The ordinance au- 
thorizing the issuance of revenue bonds under the provisions of 
this subdivision may provide for the issuance of such bonds under 
a trust indenture, which may contain provisions regarding the du- 
ties and obligations of the borrower and the trustee under such 
trust indenture and the rights, remedies and privileges of the 
holders of such bonds and the coupons thereunto appertaining and 
of such trustee in respect of the system or combined system or

If there is no newspaper meeting the 
foregoing requirements the notice shall be posted at three (3) pub- 
lic places in the county or municipality issuing the bonds for at least 
a like period of ten (10) days. The governing body shall have the 
right to reject any or all bids. Nothing herein contained shall 
prevent the issuance of bonds under Sections 293-307 of this title 
to the contractor in accordance with the provisions of said sections. 
Funding or refunding bonds may be issued in exchange for a like 
or greater amount of the interest then due or accrued on or the 
principal of the indebtedness has then matured or shall thereafter 
mature, with the consent of the holders. of such indebtedness to 
be funded or refunded thereby, without the publication of notice 
or other advertisement of such exchange; provided, that it the 
principal amount of the bonds so proposed to be issued in exchange 
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shall exceed an aggregate of $50,000 then no such exchange shall 
_be effected unless the county or municipality shall first have of- 
fered such funding or refunding bonds for sale to the highest 
bidder at public sale advertised in accordance with the provisions 
of this section and no legal bid acceptable to such governing body 
shall have been received therefor at such advertised public sale. 
In the event no such legal bid acceptable to such governing body 
shall have been received at such advertised public sale then such 
exchange may thereafter be effected without further notice or ad- 
vertisement. In any such authorized exchange the municipality or - 
county issuing such funding or refunding bonds may pay for serv-

To amend Sections 186, 197, 198, 207, 223, and 240 of Title 26, Code 
of Alabama 1940, and Sections 185, 204, 218, 216, and 225 of Title 
26 of the Code of Alabama 1940, as amended by an act of the 
1943 Legislature entitled an act “To amend Sections 185, 187, 
191, 204, 209, 212, 214, 216, 224, 225, 227, 233, and 248 of Title 
26, Code of Alabama 1940, and to repea lall of Section 226, of 
Title 26, Code of Alabama 1940, and to repeai aii iaws and parts 
of iaws in conflict herewith,” approved June 26, 1942, and to re- 
peal all laws or parts of laws in conflict herewith, such bill to 
read as follows: 


Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. That Section 186, Title 26 of the Code of Alabama 
1940 be amended so as to read as follows: 

Section 186. Employment ; 

A. Subject to the other provisions of this section, means serv- 
ice, including service in interstate commerce performed for remun- 
eration or under any contract of hire, written or oral, express or im- 
plied, by an employee for the employer employing him. 

B. Subject to the other provisions of this section, the term 

“employment” shall include an employee’ s entire service, performed 
within or both within and without this state if— 

(1) The service is localized in this state, or 

(2) The service is not localized in any state but some éf the 
service is performed in this state and the base of operations, or, if 
there is no base o foperations, then the place from which such 
service is directed or controlled is in this state; or the base of ‘op- 
erations or place from which such service is directed or controlled 
is not in any state in which some part of the service is performed 
but the employee’ s residence is in this state. 

(3) Service shall be deemed to be localized within a state if 
. the service is performed entirely within such state; or the service is 
performed both within and without such state, but the service per- 
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formed without such state is incidental to the employee’s service 
performed without such state is incidental to the employee’s service 
within the state; for example, is temporary or transitory in nature 
or consists of isolated transaction. 

C. Services not covered under paragraph B of this section and 
performed entirely without this state, with respect to no part of 
which contributions are rmequired and paid under an unemployment 
compensation law of any other state or of the federal government, 
shall be deemed to be employment subject to this chapter if the 
employee performing such services is a resident of this state and 
the director approves the election of the employing unit for whom 
such services are performed that the entire service of such em- 
ployee shall be deemed to be employment subject to this chapter. 

D. Th term “employment” includes a person’s entire service if 
such service is deemed performed in this state by virtue of reci- 
procal agreements pursuant to the provisions of section 237 of this 
chapter and does not include any servcie which by virtue of such 
agreements is deemed performed in another state. 

E. The term “employment” shall not include— 

(1) Agricultural labor. The term “agricultural labor” includes 
all services performed— 

(a) On a farm, in the employ of any employing unit in con- 
nection with cultivating the soil, or in connection with raising or 
harvesting any agricultural or horticultural commodity including 
the raising, shearing, feeding, caring for, training, and management 
of livestock, bees, poultry, and fur-bearing animals and wildlife. 

(b) In the employ of the owner or tenant or other operator of 
a farm in connection with the operation, management, conserva- 
tion, improvement, or maintenance of such farm and its tools and 
equipment, or in salvaging timber or clearing land of brush and 
other debris left by a hurricane, if the major part of such service is 
performed on a farm. 

{c) In connection with the production or harvesting of naval 
stores products, or any commodity defined as an agricultural com- 
modity in section 15 (g) of the Federal Agricultural Marketing 
Act, as amended, or in connection with the raising or harbesting 
of mushrooms, or in connection with the hatching of poultry, or 
in connection with the ginning of cotton, or in connection with the 
operation or maintenance of ditches, canals, reservoirs, or water- 
ways used exclusively for supplying and storing water for farming 
purposes, 

(d) In handling, planting, drying, packing, packaging, process- 
ing, freezing, grading, storing, or delivering to storage or to market 
or to a carrier for transportation to market, any agricultural or 
horticultural commodity; but only if such service is performed as 
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an incident to the preparation of such fruits or vegetables for mar- 
ket, but these provisions shall not be deemed to be applicable with 
respect to service performed in connection with commercial can- 
ning or commercial freezing or in connection with any agricultural 
or horticultural commodity after its delivery to a terminal market 
for distribution for consumption. 

As used in this section, the term “farm” includes stock, dairy, 
poultry, fruit, fur-bearing animal, and truck farms, plantations, 
ranches, nurseries, ranges, greenhouses, or other similar structures 
used primarily for the raising of agricultural or horticultural com- 
modities and orchards. 

(2) Domestic services in a private home, local college club, 
or local, chapter of a college fraternity or sorority. 

(3) Casual labor not in the usual course of the employer’s 
trade or business. 

(4) Service performed as a bar pilot, officer, or a member of 
the crew of a vessel on the navigable waters of the United States; 
provided, that this paragraph shall not be applicable from and after 
the effective date of any amendment to the Pedeial Unemployment 
Tax Act, which shall define such services as “in employment” and 
subject to said Unemployment Tax Act; provided further, that any 
tax imposed with respect to such service is subject to offset by 
reason of any contributions having been paid to any other state 
unemployment compensation fund. 

(5) Service performed in the employ of his son, daughter, or 
spouse, and service performed by a child under the age of twenty- 
one in the employ of his father or mother. 

(6) Service performed in the employ of the United States Gov- 
ernment or of an instrumentality wholly owned by the United 
States; except that if the Congress of the United States shall per- 
mit states to require any instrumentalities of the United States 
to make payments into an unemployment fund under this chapter, 
then to the extent permitted by Congress and from and after the 
daie as of which such permission hecomes effective, all of the 
provisions of this chapter shall be applicable to such instrumentali- 
ties and to services performed by employees for such instrumentali- 
ties in the same manner, to the same extent, and on the same terms 
as to all other employers and employing units, provided, however, 
if this state should not be certified by the Social Security Board 
under section 903 of the Social Security Act for any year, then the 
payment required of such instrumentality with respect to such 
year shall be deemed to have been erroneously collected within the 
meaning of article 3 of this chapter and shall be refunded by the 
director from the fund in accordance with the provisions of section 
243 of this title. 
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(7) Service performed in the employ of a state, or any political 
subdivision thereof, or any instrumentality of any one or more of 
the foregoing which is wholly owned by one or more states or polit- 
ical subdivisions; and any service performed in the employ of any 
instrumentality of one or more states or political subdivisions to the 
extent that the instrumentality is, with respect to such service, 
under the Constitution of the United States from the tax im- 
posed by section 1600 of the Federal Internal Revenue Code. 

(8) Service performed in the employ of a corporation, com- 
munity chest, fund, or foundation, organized and operated exclu- 
sively for religious, charitable, scientific, literary, or educational 
purposes, or for the prevention of cruelty to children or animals, 
no part of the net earnings of which inures to the benefit of any 
private shareholder or individual, or no substantial part of the ac- 
‘tivities of which is carrying on propaganda, or otherwise attempting 
to influence legislation. 

_ (9) Service performed after June 30, 1939, in the employ of 
an “employer” as defined by the Railroad Unemployment Insur- 
ance Act, or, as an “employee representative” as defined by the 
Railroad Unemployment Insurance Act (52 Stat. 1094) and service 
with respect to which unemployment compensation is payable un- 
der any other unemployment compensation system established by 
an act of Congress; provided that the director is hereby authorized 
and directed to enter into agreements with the proper agencies 
under such act or acts of Congress, which agreements shall become 
effective ten days after publication thereof in the manner provided 
in section 228 of this title for general rules to provide reciprocal 
treatment to individuals who have, after acquiring potential rights 
to benefits under this chapter acquired rights to employment com- 
pensation under such act or acts of Congress, or who have, after 
acquiring potential rights to unemployment compensation under 
such act or acts of Congress, acquired rights to benefits under this 
chapter. 

(10) (a) Service performed in any calendar quarter in the 
employ of any organization exempt from income tax under section 
‘101 of the Federal Interal Revenue Code, if— 

(i) The remuneration for such service does not exceed forty- 
five dollars, or 

(ii) Such service is in connection with the collection of dues 
or premiums for a fraternal beneficiary society, order, or associa- 
tion, and is performed away from the home office, or is ritualistic 
service in connection with any such society, order, or association, or 

(iii) Such service is performed by a student who is enrolled 
and is regularly attending classes at a school, college, or univer- 
sity. 
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(b) Service performed in the employ of an agricultural ot hor- 
ticultural organization exempt from income tax under section 101 
(1) of the Federal Interna] Revenue Code; , 

(c)- Service performed in the employ of a voluntary employees’ 
beneficiary association providing for the payment of life, sick, ac- 
cident, or other benefits to the members of such association or their 
dependents, if no part of its net earnings inures (other than through 
such payments) to the benefit of any private shareholder or in- 
dividual, and eighty-five per centum or more of the income consists 
of amounts collected from members from the sole purpose of mak-- 
ing such payments and meeting expenses ; 

(d) Service performed in the employ of a voluntary employees’ 
beneficiary association providing for the payment of life, sick, ac- 
cident, or other benefits to the members of such association or their 
dependents or their designated beneficiaries, if admission to mem- 
bership in such association is limited to individuals who are offi- 
cers or employees of the United States Government, and no part 
of the net earnings of such association inures (other than through 
such payments) to the benefit of any private shareholder or in- 
divdiual ; 

(e) Service performed in any calendar quarter in the employ 
of a school, college, or university, not exempt from income tax un- 
der section 101 of the Federal Internal Revenue Code, if such serv- 
ice is performed by a student who is enrolled and is regularly at- 
tending classes at such school, college, or university, and the 
remuneration for such service does not exceed forty-five dollars 
(exclusive of room, board, and tuition) ; 

(11) Service performed as a student nurse in the employ of a 
hospital or a nurses’ training school by an individual who is enrolled 
and is regularly attending classes in a nurses’ training school char- 
tered or approved pursuant to state laws; and service performed as 
an interne in the employ of a hospital by an individual who has 
completed a four-years’ course in a medical school chartered or 
approved pursuant to state law; 

(12) Service performed by an individual as an insurance agent 
or as an insurance solicitor, if all such service performed by such 
individual is performed for remuneration solely by way of com- 
mission; 

(18) Service performed by an individual under the age of 
eighteen in the delivery or distribution of newspapers or shopping 

.news, not including delivery or distribution to any point for sub- 
sequent delivery or distribution ; 

(14) Any employment or service which is excluded by the ex- 
press statutory provisions of section 1607 of the Federal Internal 
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Revenue Code as heretofore amended (formerly section 907 of the 
Social Security Act.) 

(15) Service performed by an officer or member of the crew of 
a vessel which is not an American vessel. The term “American 
vessel” means any vessel documented or numbered under the 
law of the United States; and includes any vessel which is neither 
documented nor numbered under the laws of the United States 
nor documented under the laws of any foreign country, if its crew 
is employed solely by one or more citizens or residents of the 
United States or corporations organized under the laws of the 
United States or of any state. 

F. Notwithstanding any of the provisions of this subsection, 
the term “employment” shall include any services hereafter specifi- 
cally defined as “employment”: by: an amendment or amendments 
to the Federal Unemployment Tax Act, effective on and after the 
effective date or dates of such amendment or amendments. 

G. Included and excluded service. If the services performed 
during one-half or more of any pay period by an employee for the 
employing unit employing him constitute employment, all the serv- 
ices of such employee for such period shall be deemed to be em- 
ployment; but if the services performed during more than one-half 
of any’ such pay period by an employee for the employing unit em- 
ploying him do not constitute employment, then none of the serv- 
ices of such employee for such period shall be deemed to be em- 
ployment. As used in this subsection the term “pay period” means 
a period (of not more than thirty-one consecutive days) for which 
a payment of remuneration is ordinarily made to the employee by 
the employing unit employing him. 

Section 2. That section 197, Title 26 of the Code of Alabama 
1940 be amended so as to read as follows: 

Section 197. Fund. There shall be as a special fund, separate 
and apart from all public moneys or funds of this state, an unem- 
ployment compensation fund, which shall be administered by the 
director exclusively for the purposes of this chapter without liability 
on the part of the state beyond the amounts paid into and earned 
by the fund. This fund shall consist of: 

A. All contributions paid in or collected under this chapter, 
together with all interest and penalties earned or collected pursuant 
to this chapter. 

B. Interest earned upon any moneys in the fund. 

C. Any property or securities acquired through the use of 
moneys belonging to the fund. 

D. All earnings of such property or securities, and 

E. Any money received from the Federal Unemployment Ac- 
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count in the Unemployment Trust Fund in accordance with Title 
XII of the Social Security Act as amended. 

Section 38. That section 198, Title 26 of the Code of Alabama 
1940 be amended so as to read as follows: 

Section 198. Treasurer. The director shall designate as treas- 
urer of the fund a person who shall pay all vouchers or checks duly 
drawn upon the fund, in such manner as the director may pre- 
scribe. The treasurer shall maintain within the fund the following 
separate accounts; a clearing account, an unemployment trust fund 
account, an unemployment benefit payment account, and such other 
account or accounts as may be necessary for the payment of service- 
men’s readjustment allowances. All moneys payable to the fund, 
upon receipt thereof by the director, shall be forwarded to the 
treasurer who shall immediately deposit them in the clearing ac- 
count. Refunds payable pursuant to section 243 of this title may 
be paid from the clearing account upon warrants issued by the 
treasurer as aforesaid under the direction of the director. After 
clearance thereof, all other moneys in the clearing account shall be 
deposited by warrants issued as aforesaid with the Secretary of the 
Treasury of the United States of America to the credit of the ac- 

count of this state in the unemployment trust fund established and 
maintained pursuant to section 904 of the Social Security Act, any 
provisions of law in this state relating to the deposit, administra- 
tion, release, or disbursement of moneys in the possession or cus- 
tody of this state to the contrary notwithstanding. The benefit 
payment account shall consist of all moneys requisitioned from this 
state’s account in the unemployment trust fund. Except as herein 
otherwise provided, moneys in the clearing and benefit accounts 
may be deposited by the treasurer, under the direction of the di- 
rector, in any bank or public depository in which general funds of 
the state may be deposited but no public deposit insurance charge 
or premium shall be paid out of the fund. The treasurer shall give 
bond conditioned upon the faithful performance of his duties as 
treasurer of the fund in a form presciibed by statute or approved 
by the attorney general, and in an amount specified by the direc- 
tor and approved by the governor. All premiums upon bonds re- 
quired pursuant to this section, when furnished by an authorized 
surety company or by a duly constituted governmental bonding 
firm shall be paid from the unemployment administration fund. 

Section 4. That section 207, Title 26 of the Code of Alabama 
1940 be amended so as to read as follows: 

Section 207%. Weekly benefit amount. An individual’s “week- 
ly benefit amount” shaii be ihe amount appearing in Column R in 
the table in this section on the same horizontial line on which in 
Column A of such table, there appears the total wages paid to such 
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individual for insured work in that quarter of his base period in 
which such total wages were highest; provided, however, this ta- 
ble shall not affect or alter the weekly benefit amount of any in- 
dividual who has an established benefit year at the time this Act 
becomes effective.

Section 5. That section 223, Title 26 of the Code of Alabama 
1940 be amended so as to read as follows: 

Section 223. Oaths and witnesses. In the discharge of their 
duties under this chapter any deputy, any appeals tribunal, any 
member of the board of appeals, and any officer of the department 
of industrial relations authorized and designated by the director, 
shall have power to administer oaths, certify to official acts, take 
and cause to be taken depositions of witnesses, issue and serve sub- 
poenas, compel the attendance of witnesses and the production of 
papers, books, accounts, pay rolls, documents, records and testi- 
money. In the event of failure of any person to comply with any 
subpoena lawfully issued or on the refusal of any witness to pro- 
duce evidence or to testify as to any matter regarding which he 
may be lawfully interrogated, it shall be the duty of any court of 
competent jurisdiction or of the judge thereof, upon the applica-_ 
tion of the director or any officer of the department of industrial 
relations designated by the director or any member of the board of 
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appeals to compel obedience by attachment proceedings for con- 
tempt as in the case of disobedience gf the requirements of a sub- 
poena issued for such court or a refusal to testify therein. 

Witness fees and other expenses involved in the proceedings 
under this article shall be paid to the extent necessary at rates 
specified by the director. Such expenses shall be deemed a part of 
the expense of administering this chapter. 

Section 6. That Section 240, Title 26 of the Code of Alabama 
1940 be amended so as to read as follows: 

Section 240. Proceedings to enforce delinquent contributions. 

A. If, after due notice, an employer defaults in the payment 
of contributions, interest, or penalties, provided by this chapter, the 
amount due may be collected by civil suit in the name of the direc- 
tor, which shall include the right of attachment. Civil actions 
brought under this section to collect contributions, interest, and 
penalties thereon from an employer shall be heard by the court at 
the earliest possible date and shall be entitled to preference upon 
the calendar of the court over all other civil actions, except cases 
arising under chapter 5 of this title and article 5 of this chapter. 
In addition to or independenily of the above remedy by civil ac- 
tion, the director may proceed in the manner set out ihereinatier: 

RB. Assessments. If an employer fails to make and file with 
the department any report as and when required by the terms and 
provisions of this chapter or by any rule and regulation of-the 
director for the purpose of determining the amount of contributions 
due by said employer under this chapter or if any report which is 
filed is deemed by the director to be incorrect or insufficient, the 
director may issue a written notice by registered mail ‘to such em- 
ployer, addressed to his last known address or place of business, 
to make such report or corrected reports forthwith, and if such 
employer fails or refuses to make such report or corrected report 
within fifteen days from the date of such notice, then the director 
shall make a report or corrected report for such employer upon such 
information as he may reasonably obtain, and shall assess the con- 
tributions and penalties due thereon and interest at the rate of one 
per cent (1.0%) per month, or fraction thereof, from the date such 
contributions were due. 

C. Notice of Assessments; Hearings. Whenever the director 
shall make an assessment against an employer as herein provided, 
the director shall notify the employer by registered mail of the 
amount of such assessment and shall notify the employer to ap- 
pear before him on a day named not less than fifteen days from the 
date of such nviice aid show cause why such assessment should 
not be made final. Such appearance may be made by agent or 
attorney. If no showing is made on or before the date fixed in 
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said notice or if such showing is not sufficient in the judgment 
of the director, such assessment shall be made final in the amount 
originally fixed or in such other amount as is determined by the 
director to be correct. If, upon such hearing, the director finds 
the amount due to be different from that originally assessed, he 
shall make the assessment final in the correct amount and in all 
cases shall notify the employer of the assessment as finally fixed. 
A notice by United States mail addressed to the employer’s last 
known address or place of business shall be sufficient. Any assess- 
ment made by the director shall be prima facie correct upon appeal. 

D. Appeals from Assessments. 

(1) Whenever. any employer who has duly appeared and pro- 
tested an assessment by the director is dissatisfied with the assess- 
ment as finally made, he may appeal as provided herein; provided, 
however, no appeal shall lie in cases where the employer has failed 
to appear and protest. 

(2) If an employer against whom an assessment is made’ by 
the director is dissatisfied with the final assessment as fixed by the 
director and duly protests the fixing of the same, he may appeal 
from said final assessment to the circuit court of Montgomery 
County in equity, or to the circuit court of the county in which 
the employer resides or has his principal place of business, if the 
employer has within the state a permanent residence, at the option 
of the employer, by filing notice of appeal with the director and 
with the register of the circuit court of the county to which appeal 
shall be taken, within thirty days of the date of the final assess- 
ment made and entered on the minutes of the department, and in 
addition thereto by giving bond conditioned to pay all costs; to 
be filed with and approved by the register of the court to which 
the appeal shall be taken. The employer shall pay the assessment 
so made before the appeal is filed, or the court shall upon motion 
dismiss such appeal, unless at the time of taking the appeal the 
employer has executed a supersedeas bond with sufficient sureties 
to be approved by the register of the court to which the appeal 
shall be taken in double the amount of contributions, interest, and 
penalties, payable to the director, conditioned to pay all contribu- 
tions, interest, and penalties, and costs found to be due the depart- 
ment of industrial relations. In such appeal the employer shall be 
styled the appellant and the director shall be styled the appellee. 
The assessment made by the director shall be prima facie correct, 
and the burden shall be on the employer to show that such assess- 
ment is incorrect. The circuit court in equity or the supreme court 
of Alabama on appeal to it may, if it be of the opinion from all of 
the evidence that the assessment as made is either too high or too 
low, fix the amount of such assessment. The court shall hear such 
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appeals according to its own rules and methods of procedure so far 
as practicable and shall decide all questions both as to the legality 
of the assessment and the amount thereof. No court shall have 
the power to enjoin the payment of any contributions, interest, 
or penalty due on such assessment so appealed or to suspend the 
payment thereof. From the judgment of the circuit court in equity 
the employer may appeal direct to the supreme court of Alabama 
within thirty days of the rendition of the judgment upon giving 
such security for the cost of such appeal as approved by the regis- 
ter of the circuit court from which the appeal shall be taken, if 
upon such appeal the assessment made by the director is reduced 
the court upon proof of payment of said contributions, interest, and 
penalties shall ascertain and recite such fact in the judgment and 
shall ascertain and determine by its judgment and decree the 
amount of contributions, interest, and penalties which was invalid 
and the director shall thereupon refund to the employer the amount 
so ascertained by the court to be invalid. 
E. Execution, Levy and Sale for Contributions. 

(1) If no appeal is taken from the final assessment of any con- 
tributions, interest, or penaliies imposed by this chapter within the 
time allowed by law and such contributions, interest, or penalties 
remain unpaid for fifteen days after such assessment, or if signed 
reports have been filed with the department of industriai reia- 
tions, showing the amount of such contributions which are due 
and such contributions are not paid within thirty days after such 
signed reports are so filed, then in either event the director may 
issue an execution therefor directed to any sheriff of the State of 
Alabama, commanding him to levy upon and sell the real and per- 
sonal property of the employer against whom such execution is 
directed, found in his county for the payment of contributions and 
interest due, together with penalties assessed. The sheriff shall 
within five days after the receipt thereof file with the clerk of the 
circuit court of his county a copy thereof and thereupon the circuit 
clerk shail enier ii the judgment roll in the column of iudgment 
debtors the name of the employer named in the execution, the 
amount of the contributions, interest, and penalties for which the 
execution is issued, and the date when such copy is filed. There- 
upon the amount of such. execution so docketed shall become a lien 
upon the real and personal property of the employer against whom 
it is issued in the same manner as judgments duly enrolled from 
the circuit court or court of like jurisdiction. The sheriff shall 
thereupon levy upon any Property of the employer with like effect 
and in the manner prescribed by law in respect to executions issued 
upon judgments of the circuit court or court of like jurisdiction, 
and the remedies of attachment and garnishment shall apply fully 
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to such execution, and the officer shall be entitled to the same fees 
for his services as now allowed by law for like services, to be 
collected in the same manner as now provided by law for like 
services. The sheriff shall make due return of such execution 
within thirty days of the issuance thgreof to the director and upon 
such return alias executions may be issued by the director and such 
shall be executed in the same manner. 

(2) The contributions, interest, and penalties required to be 
paid under this chapter shall be a first and prior lien upon the real 
and personal property of any employer subject to this chapter ex- 
cept as to the lien of general property taxes and as to valid liens 
existing at the time of the filing of the certificate in the probate 
office of a county as provided for herein. The director may file in 
the office of the judge of probate of any county in'this state a 
certificate which shall show the name of the department for which 
it is filed, the amount and nature of the contributions, interest and 
penalties for which a lien is claimed, together with any costs that 
may have accrued, the name of the employer against whose prop- 
erty a lien for such contributions, interest, and penalties is claimed, 
and the date thereof. Any error in the certificate of the amount 
shall not invalidate the lien for the amount actually due. Such 
certificate shall be indexed and recorded under the same provision 
of law of this state relating to the filing and recording of certifi- 
cates of judgment, and without costs; provided, however, that such 
lien shall be effective as to purchasers and judgment creditors only 
from the time a certificate shall have been duly filed for record in 
the office of the judge of probate in the county wherein is located 
the property to be subjected to such lien. 

(3) Sales under executions issued hereunder shall be held as 
provided by the laws of Alabama. At any such sale the director or 
his authorized agents shall be empowered to act on behalf of the 
State of Alabama in bidding at any such sale. 

Section 7%. That section 185, Title 26 of the Code of Alabama 
1940, as amended by an act of the 1943 Legislature entitled “An 
Act’to amend Sections 185, 127, 191, 204, 209, 212, 218, 214, 216, 
224, 225, 227, 233, and 248 of Title 26, Code of Alabama 1940, and 
to repeal all of Section 226 of Title 26, Code of Alabama 1940, and 
to repeal all laws and parts of laws in conflict herewith” approved 
June 28, 1943, be amended so as to read as follows: 

Section 185. “Employer,” as used in this chapter, means: 

A. Any employing unit which on each of some twenty days 
during the current or preceding calendar year, each day being in a 
different calendar week, employed in employment for some portion 
of the day (whether or not at the same moment of time) eight or 
more employees, provided, that such employment in a calendar 
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year shall make a newly subject employer subject for all purposes 
as of January 1 of the calendar year in which such employment 
occurs. 

B. Any employing unit which, having become an employer un- 
der this chapter, has not under sections 224 and 225 of this title 
ceased to be an employer subject to this chapter; or 

C. For the effective period of its election pursuant to section 
225 hereof any other employing unit which has elected to become 
fully subject to this chapter. 

D. Any employing unit (whether or not an employing unit at 
the time of acquisition) which acquires the organization, trade, or 
business or substantially all the assets thereof of another which 
at the time of such acquisition was an employer subject to this 
chapter. 

E. Any employing unit which acquires the organization, trade, 
or business, or substantially all the assets thereof of another em- 
ploying unit (not an employer subject to this chapter) and which, 
if the employment record of such employing unit subsequent to such 
acquisition together with the employment record of the acquired 
unit prior to such acquisition, both within the same calendar year, 
could be sufficient to constitute an employing unit an employer 
subject to this chapter. 

F. Effective January 1, 1946, any individual or employing 
unit engaged in employment in this state subject for either the 
current or preceding calendar-year to the pay roll tax imposed by 
section 1600 of the Federal Internal Revenue Code. 

Section 8. That section 204, Title 26 of the Code of Alabama 
1940, as amended by an act of the 1943 Legislature entitled “An 
Act to Amend Sections 185, 187, 191, 204, 209, 212, 213, 214, 216, 
224, 225, 227, 233, and 248 of Title 26, Code of Alabama 1940, and 
to repeal all of Section 226 of Title 26, Code of Alabama 1940, 
and to repeal all laws and parts of laws in conflict herewith, ap- 
proved June 28, 1943, be amended to read as follows: 

Section 204. Experience rating; rates and contributions. 

A. for the twelve-month period beginning on the Ist day of 
April 1941 and each twelve-month period beginning on the Ist day 
of April thereafter, the contribution rates of each employer whose 
employment record has been chargeable with benefit wages during 
not less than the three consecutive calendar years immediately pre- 
ceding any such ist day of April and of his employees shall be 
determined by the unemployment compensation fund’s maximum 
liability for benefits to his employees who have received benefits. 
modified by the state experience as to average duration of benefit 
payments as provided herein. 
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B. The employee’s benefit wages shall be determined as fol- 
lows: 

(1) When, in any benefit year an employee was first paid 
benefits after December 31, 1937, and before July 1, 1943, for total 
or partial unemployment, his wages for employment after Decem- 
ber 1, 1936, during the then base period as defined for such benefit 
year by the Alabama Unemployment Compensation Law in effect 
with respect to such benefit year and with respect to which benefits 
were then paid, shall be the employee’s benefit wages. 

(2) When, in any benefit year during which an employee has 
not been paid any benefits prior to July 1, 1943, such employee is 
paid benefits after June 30, 1943, for the second compensable week 
of total or partial unemployment, his wages during his base period 
shall be the employee’s benefit wages. 

(3) When, in the determination of an employee’s benefit wages. 
wages have been included once in an employee’s benefit wages, for 
one benefit year or in an employee’s wages for one base period such 
wages shall not thereafter be included again in his benefit wages 
for any other benefit year or in his wages for any other base period 
respectively. 

C. The employer’s benefit wages for a given calendar year 
shall be the total of the benefit wages received from him by all of 
his employees or former employees who receive their second benefit 
payment of a given benefit year in such calendar year; provided, 
however, that the employer’s benefit wages for the calendar years, 
or part thereof, prior to July 1, 1948, shall be the total of the 
benefit wages received from him by all of his employees or former 
employees who received their first benefit payment of a given bene- 
fit year in such calendar year. The director shall analyze the 
benefit payments made in and the employee and employer benefit 
wages for the calendar years 1938, 1939, and 1940, and for ‘each 
calendar year thereafter and determine each employer’s benefit 
wages for all such calendar years respectively. 

D. The benefit wage percentage of each employer for a given 
calendar year shall be a percentage determined by dividing the total 
of his benefit wages for the three most recent preceding calendar 
years by that part of his total taxable pay roll for the same three 
years, with respect to which contributions have been paid on or 
before February 15 of the calendar year for which the benefit wage 
percentage is being determined. 

E. From the total amount of benefits paid from the unemploy- 
ment compensation trust fund during each calendar year there shall 
be subtracted all amounts credited to the fund during each such 
calendar year other than employer’s and employees’ contributions, 
and the remainder shall be termed the “amount required for the 
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fund” for each such calendar year. The “state experience factor” 
for each calendar year shall be a percentage determined by divid- 
ing the total of the amounts required for the fund for the three 
most recent calendar years by the state-wide total of benefit wages 
of all employers for the three most recent calendar years and by 
adjusting to the next higher multiple of one per cent (1.0%). The 
state experience factor shall be determined annually prior to the 
15th day of March of the calendar year for which the determination 
is made. 

F. The contribution rates for each employer and his em- 
ployees effective for each twelve-month period beginning with the 
1st day of April of each year as provided in subsection A of this 
section shall be determined by the director and the director shall 
notify each such employer of the state experience factor, his benefit 
wage percentage, his contribution rate, and his employees’ con- 
tribution rate not less than fifteen days before each such 1st day 
of April. Such contribution rates shall be determined from the 
following table and shall be the rates, as indicated for employers 
and employees respectively, appearing at the bottom of the lowest 
numbered column in which there appears, on the same horizontal

(1) The “benefits pay roll ratio” of the state for each calendar 
year shall be determined by dividing the total of benefits paid 
from the unemployment compensation fund within such year by the 
state-wide total of taxable pay rolls (with respect to which con- 
tributions have been paid on or before February 15 of such year) 
of all employers for the calendar year within which such benefits 
have been paid and by adjusting the quotient to the nearest mul- 
tiple of one thousandth. 

(2) The “minimum normal amount” of the unemployment 
compensation fund for each calendar year shall be one and orie-half 
times the amount determined by multiplying the highest state- 
wide total of taxable pay rolls (with respect to which contribu- 
tions have been paid on or before February 15 of such year; or all 
employers for any of the three most recent preceding calendar 
years by the highest benefits pay roll ratio for any of the ten most 
recent preceding calendar years. 

(3) Whenever at the end of any calendar year the benefits 
paid from the unemployment compensation fund within the three- 
year period including and ended with said calendar year and the 
contributions paid within such three-year period have been in such 
amounts that the fund becomes greater than the minimum normal 
amount for the calendar year immediately succeeding such three- 
year period, the director shall on or before March 15 of said im- 
immediately succeeding calendar year so declare, and effective for the 
twelve-month period beginning with the 1st day of April of said 
immediately succeeding calendar year the contribution rates for 
each employer and his employees shall be determined by the direc- 
tor from the table in subsection F of this section on the basis of 
each employer’s benefit wage percentage for the said immediately 
succeeding calendar year and the state experience factor as deter- 
mined for the said immediately succeeding calendar year ‘as pro- 
vided in subsection EF, of this section. 

(4) If at the end of any calendar year after December 31, 
1940, the benefits paid from the unemployment compensation fund 
within the three-year period including and ended with said calen- 
dar year and the contributions paid within such three-year period 
have been in such amounts that the fund becomes less than the 
minimum normal amount for the calendar year immediately suc- 
ceeding such three-year period, the director shall on or before 
March 15 of said immediately succeeding calendar year so declare. 
To be effective for the twelve-month period beginning with the Ist 
day of. April of said immediately succeeding calendar year, the con- 
trihution rates for each employer and his employees shall be deter-

(5) The director shall notify each employer of each such de- 
claration and change in state experience factor and of his benefit 
wage percentage, his contribution rate, and his employee’ contribu- 
tion rate not less than fifteen days before each such Ist day of 
April. 

(6) (a) “Excess wages” shall mean that portion of an em- 
ployer’s total taxable pay roll in any twelve-month period begin- 
ning with the 1st day of April of any year which is in excess of 
the greater of either (1) the average of the total taxable pay rolls 
of such employer for the last four consecutive calendar years im- 
mediately preceding the beginning of any such twelve-month pe- 
riod; or (2) two hundred per cent (200%) of the average of the 
total taxable pay rolls of such employer for the first two of the 
last four consecutive calendar years immediately preceding the be- 
ginning of any such twelve-month period; provided, however, that 
no portion of the first hundred thousand dollars of any employer’s 
total taxable pay roll in any such twelve-month period shall be 
determined to be excess wages within the meaning of this section.

Section 213. Benefit Eligibility Conditions. An unemployed 
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individual shall be eligible to receive benefits with respect to any 
week only if the director finds that— 

A. He has made a claim for benefits with respect to such week 
in accordance with such regulations as the director may prescribe. 

B. He has registered for work at, and thereafter continued to 
report at, an employment office in accordance with such regula- 
tions as the director may prescribe, except that the director may, by 
regulation waive, or alter either or both of the requirements of 
this section as to individuals attached to regular jobs and as to such 
other type of cases or situations with respect to which he finds that 
compliance with such requirements would be oppressive, or would 
be inconsistent with the purposes of this chapter. 

C. He is physically and mentally able to perform work of a 
character which he is qualified to perform by past experience or 
training, and he is available for such work either at a locality at 
which he earned wages for insured work during his base period 
or at a locality where it may reasonably be expected that such work 
may be available. 

A woman shall be presumed not to be able to work and not 
available for work if she quits or is required to terminate her em- 
ployment because of pregnancy, provided, in any event, that no 
woman shall be deemed to be able to work and available for work 
for any’ week during the three-month period immediately before 
_ the expected birth of hier child, and for any week during the three- 
month period immediately following the birth of her child, in either 
of which cases the director may require the production of doctor’s 
certificates to establish such dates. 

D. He has been totally unemployed for a waiting period of 
one week (and for the purposes of this section two weeks of partial 
unemployment, whether or not consecutive, shall be deemed to be 
equivalent to one week of total unemployment). No week shall be 
counted as a week of unemployment for the purposes of this sub- 


section ;— 

(1) If benefits have heen paid with respect thereto. 

(2) Unless the individual was otherwise eligible for benefits © 
with respect thereto as provided in articles 4 and 5 of this chapter. 

(3) Unless it occurs within the benefit year which includes 
the week with respect to which he claims payment of benefits, pro- 
vided that this requirement shall not interrupt the payment of 
benefits for consecutive weeks of unemployment. 

E. He has during his base period earned wages for insured 
work equal to not less than the amount appearing in column C of 
the table in section 207 of this title on the same horizontal line on 
which in column B of that table appears his weekly benefit amount. 

F. During the three weeks immediately preceding the week of 
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unemployment the individual has worked less than one hundred 
and sixty hours in employment and has earned total wages with 
respect to employment less than one hundred and twenty dollars. 

Section 10. That section 216, Title 26 of the Code of Alabama 
1940, as amended by an Act of the 1943 Legislature, entitled “An 
Act to amend Sections 185, 187, 191, 204, 209, 212, 213, 214, 216, 224, 
225, 227, 233, and 248 of Title 26, Code of Alabama 1940, and to re- 
peal all of Section 226 of Title 26, Code of Alabama 1940, and to re- 
peal all laws and parts of laws in conflict herewith’, approved 
June 28, 1943, be amended so as to read as follows: 

Section 216. Determinations. 

A. In general. A determination upon a claim filed pursuant to 
section 215 shall be made promptly by an examiner designated by 
the director and shall include a statement as to whether and in 
what amount a claimant is entitled to benefits, and in the event of 
denial shall state the reasons therefor or shall refer such claim or 
any question involved therein to an appeals tribunal, who shall 
make this decision with respect thereto, in accordance with the 
proceeding prescribed in section 217 of this title, except that in any 
case in which the payment or denial of benefits will be determined 
by the provisions of subsection 214 A of this chapter, the examiner 
shall promptly transmit his full findings of fact with respect to that 
subsection to the director, who, on the basis of the evidence sub- 
mitted and such additional evidence as he may acquire, shall affirm, 
modify, or set aside such findings of fact and transmit to the ex- 
aminer a decision upon the issue involved under that subsection, 
which shall be deemed to be the decision of the examiner. A deter- 
mination with respect to the first week of a benefit year shall also 
include a statement as to whether the claimant has been paid the 
wages specified under subsection 213 E of this chapter and, if so, 
the first day of the benefit year, his weekly benefit amount, and the 
maximum total amount of benefits payable to him with respect 
to a benefit year. 

B. Redeterminations. The director may reconsider a deter- 
mination whenever he finds that an error in wages, computation, 
or identity has occurred in connection therewith, or that the amount 
of benefits was fixed on the basis of misrepresentation of fact, but 
no such redetermination shall be made after the expiration of the 
benefit year within which the claim was filed. Notice of any such 
redetermination shall be promptly given to the parties entitled to 
notice of the original determination in the manner prescribed in 
this section with respect to notice of an original determination. 
If the amount of benefits is increased upon such redetermination 
an appeal therefrom solely with respect to the matters involved in 
such increase may be filed in the manner and subject to the limita- 
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tions provided in section 217 of this chapter. If the amount of 
benefits is decreased upon such redetermination, the matters in- 
volved in such decrease shall be subject to review in connection 
with an appeal by claimant from any redetermination upon a sub- 
sequent claim for benefits which may be affected in amount or 
duration by such redetermination. Subject to the same limitations 
and for the same reasons, the director may reconsider a determina- 
tion in any case in which the final decision has been rendered by 
an appeals tribunal, the board of appeals, or a court, and may apply 
to the body or court which rendered such final decision for a re- 
hearing thereon. 

In the event that an appeal involving an original determination 
is pending as of the date a redetermination thereof is issued, such 
appeal, unless withdrawn, shall be treated as an appeal from such 
redetermination. 

C. Notice of determination. Notice of any determination or 
any decision upon a claim shall be promptly given to claimant and 
claimant’s last employing unit by delivery thereof or by mailing 
such totices to their last known addresses. Notice of any deter- 
mination or decision upon an initial claim shall be promptly given 
to every employer of claimant in claimant’s base period by delivery 
thereof or by mailing such notices to. their last known addresses. 

D. Finality of Determinations. Unless any party to whom 
notice is required to be given shall, within seven calendar days 
after delivery of such notice or within ten calendar days after such 
notice was mailed to his last known address, file an appeai irom 
such decision, such decision shall be deemed final. If an appeal is 
duly filed, disputed benefits with respect to the period after the 
filing of such appeal and prior to the final decision on the appeal 
shall be paid only after such final decision. On the event the final 
decision denies the payment of benefits, any benefits which may 
have been paid with respect to an appealed claim prior to the filing 
of the appeal shall not be deemed paid benefits for the purposes of 
the determination of employee’s and employer’s benefit wages un- 
der the experience rating provisions under section 204 of this title. 

Section 11. That section 225, Title 26 of the Code.of Alabama 
1940, as amended by an Act of the 1943 Legislature, entitled “An 
Act to amend Sections 185, 187, 191, 204, 209, 212, 213, 214, 216, 
224, 225, 227, 238, and 248 of Title 26, Code of Alabama 1940, and 
to repeal all of Section 226 of Title 26, Code of Alabama 1940, and 
to repeal all laws and parts of laws in conflict herewith”, approved 
June 28, 1943, be amended so as to read as follows: 

Section 225. Employer’s election. Any employing unit not 
otherwise subject to this chapter, which files with the directo - 
his or its written election to become an employer subject hereto for 
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not less than two calendar years shall, with the written approval 
of. such election by the director, become an employer subject hereto 
to the same extent as other employers, as of the date stated in 
such application, except that if during the calendar year in which 
such election is filed, the employer has eight or more employees in 
employment subject to this chapter on each of some twenty days, 
each day being in a different calendar week in that year, an em- 
ployer shall be liable for employer contributions based on all wages 
paid by him since January 1 of that calendar year. Such employer 
shall cease to be subject to this chapter as of January 1 of any 
calendar year subsequent to such two calendar years only if he 
files with the director, prior to the first day of March of such year, 
a written application for termination of coverage, and he has not 
on each of some twenty days, each day being in a different calen- 
dar week in the last completed calendar year, employed eight or 
more individuals in employment subject to this chapter. 

Section 12. If any provision of this Act shall be adjudged in- 
valid, such adjudication shall not affect, impair, or invalidate any 
other provision of this Act. 

Section 13. All laws and parts of laws in conflict with any 
provision or provisions of this Act, to the extent of such conflict, 
are hereby expressly repealed. 

Section 14. This Act shall become effective amiediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor. 

Mr. St. John (Cullman) offered the following amendment to 
the substitute for the bill; to-wit: 

Amend Substitute Senate Bill 178 by striking therefrom Sub- 
section B of Section 204 as contained in Section 8 of said bill and 
inserting in lieu thereof the following: 

(B) The employee’s benefit wages shall be determined as 
follows: 

(1) When in any benefit year an employee was first paid 
benefits after December 31, 1937, and before July 1, 1943, for 
total or partial unemployment, his wages for employment after 
December 1, 1936, during the then base period as defined for 
such benefit year by the Alabama Unemployment Compensation 
Law in effect with respect to such benefit year and with respect 
to which benefits were then paid, shall be the employee’s benefit 
wages. 

(2) When, in any benefit year during which an employee has 
not been paid any benefits prior to July 1, 1943, such employee is 
paid benefits after June 30, 1943, for the second compensable week 
of total or partial unemployment, his wages during his base period 
shall be the employee’s benefit wages. 

(3) As to any employee who is a “maritime worker” wages 
of such employee during a base period shall be multiplied by a 
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fraction, the numerator of which is his average quarterly earnings 
in his base period and the denominator of which is his highest 
of any quarter in his base period. 

(4) When in the determination of an emplyoee’s benefit 
wages, wages have been included once in an employee’s benefit 
wages for one benefit year or in an employee’s wages for one 
base period such wages shall not thereafter be included again in 
his benefit wages for any other benefit year or in his wages for 
any other base period respectively.

An appeal from any final action, order, or decision 
made by any board, commission, or other instrumentality of the 
State of Alabama now existing or hereafter created by the Legisla- 
ture shall lie to the Circuit Court of Montgomery County, or to the 
circuit court of the county in which the party adversely affected 
resides, or, if a corporation, to the circuit court of the county in 
which the principal office of the corporation in the state is located, 
or to the circuit court of the county in which its principal business 
office is located and where the corporation keeps its books and rec- 
ords, if the latter is in a different county from its principal office as 
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stated in its corporate charter or the latest amendment thereof. 
_ All appeals may be taken within thirty days from such action, or- 
der, or decision and shall be granted as a matter of right and be 
deemed perfected by filing with said board, commission, or other 
instrumentality a bond for security of cost of said appeal with said 
board, commission, or other instrumentality. After appeal has been 
perfected, such board, commission, or other instrumentality shall 
forthwith transmit to the circvit court all books, records, or papers 
pertaining to the cause, and the clerk of the court to which said 
cause is appealed shall place the same on the docket of such court 
in the manner required by law. .The cause shall be tried in such 
circuit court de novo and either the appellant or the appellee may 
demand a trial by jury as a matter of right. 

Section 2. Provided, however, that the final action, order, or 
decision of any board, commission, or other instrumentality of the 
State of Alabama, now existing or hereafter created by the Legis- 
lature, shall remain in full force and effect until reversed. 

The appeal herein provided for shall not apply to 
the final action, order, or decision of any board, commission, or 
other instrumentality where an appeal to the circuit court is pro- 
vided for in the present law; nor shall the appeal herein provided 
for apply where a means of review by the Supreme Court is pro- 
vided for in the present law; nor shall it apply to the State Board | 
of Adjustment, ihe State Personnel Board, or the Board of Par- 
dons and Paroles. . 

All laws and parts of laws in conflict with this act 
are hereby repealed to the extent to which they conflict. 

Section 5. This act shall take effect immediately upon its pas- 
sage and approval by the Governor or upon its otherwise becoming 
a law.
